France, Ger- 
maby, Greece and Bulgaria have all gazed 
longingly in the direction of the Turkish 
eapital, but no nation has yet dared to 
seize it. 

With the outbreak of the World War it 

that the Turkish hold might be 
broken, if the Allies were victorious. Of 
course, the Moslem hordes of India were 
strongly inclined to sympathize with the 
Sultan, who heads their church, but Eng- 
land pacified them and won their allegi- 
ance with promises that none of his terri- 
tory should be wrenched ae him. These 
promises have bobbed repeatedly in 
subsequent diplomacy -. have seriously 
embarrassed British statesmen. 

By secret treaty made in March, 1915, 
Russia was promised Constantinople and 
the Dardanelles. The London pact of 
April, 1915, promised Italy certain Turk- 
ish islands and Adalia. Other treaties 
promised England the Tigro-Euphrates 
valley, and France most of the remainder 
ef Asia Minor. The Russian revolution 
nullified the Constantinople agreement. 
King Constantine of Greece was dethroned 
2nd Venezelos, who brought Greece into 
the war on the side of the Allies, was 
promised a section of Asia Minor in con- 
sequence. 

After the closing of the war the Allies 
failed to occupy the territory promised. 
The Turkish Nationalists organized a gov- 
ernment under Kemal Pasha, with its 
eapital at Angora, and sent a delegation 
to the Peace Conference. The Treaty of 
Sevres gave all European Turkey, except 
Constantinople, to Greece and Serbia. Asi- 
atic Armenia was placed under a mandate; 
Syria was given to France; Mesopotamia 
and Arabia to England, and Greece was 
awarded the Aegean Island and Smyrna. 
Constantinople was to he administered by 
an Allied commission. Turkey failed to 
ratify this treaty and the Nationalists’ 
government refused to abide by it. 

As a result of pressure brought upon 
England by her Moslem subjects in India, 
the London conference of March, 1921, 
withdrew the assignment of territory made 
to Greece, using as an excuse the fact that 
Venezelos had been overthrown and King 
Constantine recalled to the throne of 
Greece. The latter declared his intention 
to carry out the Greek provisions of the 
Treaty of Sevres by force, mobilized his 
army, invaded Turkey with the purpose 
of seizing Smyrna, and moved on Angora 
in order to crush the resistance of the 
Turkish Nationalists. Thus the present 
war started. 

The purely Greek aspects of the pres- 
ent conflict are of relatively minor impor- 
tance; the Greeks have merely served as 
pawns in a greater struggle over issues of 
much more far-reaching import than the 
predominance of the Greeks or the Turks 
in Asia Minor. For it is important to 
recognize that this purely local struggle 
involves an age-long contest for the con- 
trol of the straits and that in the outcome 
the interests of Great Britain, France 
and Russia, and to a lesser extent those 
of Italy, are at issue. Joined with this is 
the ever-present readiness of the Moslem 
to continue his centuries old war against 
the Christian nations. At the present mo- 
ment it seems worth while to consider what 
effect the changed military situation had 
wpon interests and policies of these powers 
in the Near East. 


The Allied Alignment. 


First of all, it becomes apparent that all 
of the gains in the Near East which fell 
to Great Britain as the result of the 
World War are now placed in jeopardy. 
The chief aspects of the situation in re- 
spect to which British interests are af- 
fected relate to the control of the Darda- 
nelles, the security of the British protec- 
torate over Mesopotamia, and the effect 
of an Islamic resurgence upon British 
power in India. 

It is probably no exaggeration to state 
that the greatest single conerete gain 
which Great Britain derived from the 
World War is the control which it gave 
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her over the Dardanelles. Greek tenure 
of the Gallipoli peninsula and the Chanak 
region opposite to it, together with the 
power of the British fleet, insured her such 
control so long as the Greeks could be re- 
lied upon to hold their ground. In pos- 
session of the Dardanelles, Great Britain 
not only possessed the power to check the 
expansion of the European land power 
into Asia Minor along the lines of the 
Pan-German movement, but the future of 
Russia, depending upon an outlet to the 
Mediterranean, fell largely into her power. 
The easily defensible peninsula of Galli- 
poli thus constituted a strategic position 
of greater importance than any other in 
Europe with the possible exception of 
Gibraltar, 


The Recent Campaign. 


After the failure of the drive on Angora 
in September, 1921, the Greek army with- 
drew from its positions southwest of An- 
gora and took up a position covering the 
line of the Bagdad railway. The Turks 
followed up the retirement of the Greeks 
and took up positions in contact with the 
Greek lines. No important changes in the 
relative dispositions of the troops took 
place until July, 1922, when the Greeks 
transferred 45,000 men from their Ana- 
tolian front to Thrace with a view to 
threatening Constantinople. It was a 
badly miscalculated move and proved to 
be one of the principal causes of the 
Greeks’ undoing. ‘The forces thus with- 
drawn appear to have been replaced by 
levies drawn from the population of the 
proposed Greek protectorate in Asia 
Minor, called by them Ionia. 

From the termination of the Greek 
drive on Angora until the commencement 
of the present offensive only minor local 
engagements took place between the two 
forces. Nevertheless, it was realized that 
a renewal of the conflict was corstantly 
impending, and Great Britain took strenu- 
ous measures to avert it. The tirst of 
these measures was the calling of a tri- 
partite conference between Great Britain, 
France and Italy at Paris in March, 1922. 
None of the powers participating in the 
Paris conference appear to have adhered 
to their agreement for common action in 
the Near East; France supported the 
Turkish demands, and after the Turkish 
refusal of the armistice proposals Great 
Britain took the position that the Greeks 
should be upheld in their pretentions to 
sovereignty over Ionia. 

From the outset there were evident a 
number of superficial causes which seemed 
to indicate the possibility of Greek defeat. 

Basically, their initial dispositions for 
defense were faulty. The unity of action 
of their forces depended upon maintain- 
ing the integrity of a line of communica- 
tions paralleling at close distance their 
fighting front, penetration of which at 
any point would result in the disruption of 
the army into two separate forces incapa- 
ble of co-operating with each other. Such 
a front could be protected only by an ac- 
tive defense which would retain the ini- 
tiative by promptly launcing an attack 
against any hostile concentration which 
might be discovered. The Greeks do not 
appear to have been capable of conduct- 
ing such a defense, and their service of 
information appears, moreover, to have 
been extraordinarily deficient. Their 
strength had also been considerably weak- 
ened by the transfer of about 45,000 men 
from Anatolia to Thrace. 


The Personal Equation. 


But perhaps the most potent force in 
the sapping of the Greek morale, which 
after all was the fundamental cause of 
the reverses, lay in the internal political 
schism created by the rivalry between the 
Royalist and the Venezelist elements. This 
rivalry had become especially acute dur- 
ing the formative period of the new Ionian 
state. There were many evidences that 
Venezelist elements were endeavoring to 
obtain political control of the Ionian gov- 
ernmental machinery, probably with eco- 
nomic objectives in view. That interna- 
tional character of mystery, Sir Basil 
Zaharov—financier, munitions maker, oil 
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xploiter—the real power, for whom Vene- 

elos serves as the visible front—was espe- 
cially active in promoting this movement, 
and he was largely press-agented as the 
prospective ruler of the territory. 

This political schism was paralleled by 
a religious schism, the most recent devel- 
opment in which was marked by the elec- 
tion of the Venezelist, Metaxakis, as pa- 
triarch of the Greek Orthodox Church and 
the declaration of the invalidity of this 
election by the Greek government. These 
three figures—Sir Basil Zaharov, Vene- 
zelos and Metaxakis—iepresent a finan- 
cial, political and religious trinity whose 
principal objective is the overthrow of 
Constantine. 


The Contending Forces, 


The total strength of the Greek army 
in Asia Minor at the commencement of 
the present campaign was 115,000 men; 
of this number about 62,000 men were in 
combat units. ‘these numbers do not in- 
clude an indeterminate force of Ionian 
volunteers raised to replace the troops 
transferred to Thrace. 

The total strength of the Turkish army 
was estimated at 120, men, with a 
combat strength of about 65,000. While 
this estimate was probably a fairly accu- 
rate statement of the Turkish strength 
early in the year, it seems probable that 
the actual forces employed in the offen- 
sive were considerably stronger. Through- 
out Asia Minor have been dispersed a 
large number .of Turkish veterans of the 
World War who could be readily enrolled, 
provided the necessary equipment was 
available. The strength of the Turkish 
army has, in fact, been limited by equip- 
ment rather than resources in personnel. 
It seems highly probable that the supplies 
received from French, Russian and Ital- 
ian sources may have enabled the Turks 
to overcome this deficiency, and that while 
the strength now claimed by the Angora 
government of 200,000 is probably exag- 
gerated, the Turkish forces employed were 
eonsiderably in excess of those with which 
they were credited by Greek and Allied 
authorities. 


The Turk Offensive. 


The Turkish plan of attack comprised 
two principal features: a main attack on 
the Afium-Karahissar front, designed to 
cut the Bagdad railway and thus sever 
the communications between the Greek 
northern and southern groups; this at- 
tack to be followed by a secondary offen- 
sive in the Ismid sector directed against 
the Greek base at Brusa. 

In preparing for the attack the Turks 
pursued the method which has been the 
classic model for the attack of a stabilized 
intrenched position since the German 
break-through of the British front in 
Picardy on March 21, 1918. By night 
marches and concealment of the troops 
during the day ten infantry divisions were 


concentrated on the Afium-Karahissar 
front. 
They successfully attacked and the 


Greek 1st Corps holding the Afium-Kara- 
hissar then commenced to fall back on 
Ushak, and the 2d Corps commenced to 
withdraw from Kutava. It came under 
a heavy Turkish attack near Gedez, but 
finally succeeded on Sept. 1 in effecting a 
junction with the 1st Corps west of 
Ushak, though in retreat it was forced to 
abandon its artillery and all of its trans- 
port. 

In the meantime Turkish cavalry mov- 
ing along the Greek left fiank threatened 
Greek communications with Smyrna. On 
Sept. 2 General Tricoupis, who had com- 
manded the Greek 2d Corps and who after 
his arrival at Ushak had assumed com- 
mand over the Greek forces, was captured 
with his staff near Ushak by a brigade of 
Turkish cavalry. 

At this stage of operations the demoral- 
ization of the Greek army was complete; 
it had lost its commander, its morale was 
shattered by continual defeat and exhaus- 
tion, and it henceforth made little resist- 
anee to the Turkish advance. Resistance 
was planned at Alashehr, but did not ma- 
terialize; the first halt in the continuous 





retreat appears to have been made at Sa- 
lihli on Sept. 7, where General Polymena- 
kos took command. The Greek army was 
completely surrounded and all hope of be 
ing able to defend Smyrna, where a divi- 
sion from Thrace had been landed, was 
abandoned. The Greeks sued for an armis 
tice through the Allied High Commission 
in Constantinople, and the Greek authori- 
ties at Smyrna commenced to evacuate the 
city. General Nider endeavored to pre 
pare a bridgehead to cover the evacuation, 
but all control over the troops appears 
finaly to have been lost. 

The Greek fleet sailed from Smyrna on 
Sept. 8 and the Allied authorities took 
over the administration of the city and 
entered into negotiations with Mustapha 
Kemal for its surrender. On Sept. 9 
Smyrna was surrendered and the Turkish 
troops entered the city. 

In the northern sector the Turks 
launched a secondary attack following 
closely on the capture of Afium-Karahis- 
sar. They moved directly toward Brusa, 
bringing the main force of the attack to 
bear on Bilejik. On Aug. 30 Bilejik was 
captured and the Greeks retired on Aine 
geul; on Sept. 2 Eskishehr, outflanked by 
the Turkish movement on the north and 
cut off from communication with the south- 
ern sector through the withdrawal of the 
2d Corps from Kutaya, was evacuated by 
the Greek garrison. The Turks followed 
in pursuit. On Sept. 10-11 the Greek 34 
Corps evacuated Brusa on Mudania and 
Panderma. 

Thus was finally made complete and 
overwhelming one of the most ignominious 
and disastrous defeats in modern history. 
For in evaluating the Greek performance 
it must be considered that the retreat from 
Afium-Karahissar, a distance of 185 miles, 
largely traversing a very difficult moun 
tainous country, took place in twelve to 
thirteen days at a rate practically equiva 
lent to that of a forced march. 


What Next? 


The inherent possibilities of the pres 
ent situation are much more serious than 
the public conceives. Should the Turk 
now elect to move against Constantinople 
via the Ismid peninsula the safety of the 
city would be seriously endangered. Its 
security would depend upon the defensive 
powers of the Allied land forces now hold 
ing this region; if the land line of defense 
should not hold the British fleet would not 
be capable of stopping a Turkish a‘dvance. 
For the Turk can without much doubt 
mobilize sufficient artillery to drive the 
Allied ships from their anchorage. 

It is obvious that the relief from the 
necessity of opposing the major part of 
their forces to the Greek army leaves the 
Turk free to turn his attention to Meso- 
potamia. He already has a considerable 
force on this front, and it would be mere 
child’s play for him to overrun this region 
with his present powerful army. The 
much coveted Mesopotamia oil fields which 
would fall to him and which could be 
readily turned into cash by the process of 
concession undoubtedly constitutes 4 
strong temptation to seizé so easy a prize 

Should the Turk now elect to take pos 
session of Mesopotamia, it is obvious that 
all barriers between him and Moslem ele 
ments of India, now notoriously in a state 
of ferment, would be removed. Seventy 
million Mohammedans, among them tribes 
with the warlike virtues of the Sikhs and 
the Gurkhas, swept into action by a wave 
of Islamic fanaticism, would be capable of 
completely overthrowing British rule in 
India. In the direction of Egypt and the 


Suez only the French protectorate of Syria) 
bars a Turkish advance; here the British 7 


are dependent upon French support for 
the protection of their interests. 


Attitude of the Allies. 


It is obvious that the changed situation 
in Asia Minor contains sufficient elements 
of danger to cause deep concern on the 
part of Great Britain. The Turk po* 
sesses too much power to plunge both Er 
rope and Asia into the throes of war t0 
be handled otherwise than with the great

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Dickman Board Expects to Complete Work by Dec. 1

The Dickman board will probably con- 
clude its work under the Curry-Anthony 
bill by Dee. 1, although it is authorized 
to proceed until Dee. 15. An effort is be- 
ing made to complete the elimination, re- 
tiring and demotion process even before 
Dee. 1, so that the Army can adjust itself 
to new conditions. The board is working 
at high pressure, going into the details of 
records of officers, and giving close atten- 
tion to each case before it. 

In its plans for elimination the Dick- 
man board is now only considering officers 
whose efficiency records are marked “‘be- 
low the average,” according to an infor- 
mal discussion of Secretary of War Weeks. 
The records of officers with average and 
abuve average have been returned to the 
files of the War Department. This, Sec- 
retary Weeks declared, is the result of 
the passage of the Curry-Anthony bill. 

3efore the passage of this bill officers 
with average marks were under consider- 
ation. The average of the Regular Army, 
the Secretary emphasized, is very high. 
If in working out its plan for the reduc- 
tion the board retains the average officers, 
the Secretary declared, the standard of 
efficiency of the American Army will be 
the highest in the world. There will not 
be another army with a corps of officers 
that approaches the American Army when 
the board has completed its work, accord- 
ing to the views of the Secretary. 

The Secretary considers the work of 
the Dickman board so important that 
he does not propose to intervene in a sin- 


gle case. It is understood that the White 
House has been appealed to by some of 
the most influential Senators and that 
the President has refused to make any 
recommendations to Secretary -Weeks. 
The President has such confidence in Sec- 
retary Weeks’s judgment that not only in 
this matter but in other affairs that have 
been called to his attention from time to 
time he has refused to interfere with the 
policy of the War Department. 

In response to a question, the Secretary 
said that he did not believe that the re- 
tention of former emergency officers with 
the hope that they will become “average” 
was justified. In all things the good of 
the government should receive the first 
consideration. The Army, he pointed out, 
is costing the country millions of dollars, 
and it is the duty of the War Department 
to give it the best material. 

He expressed the belief that the. Dick- 
man board would work out the problem 
in such a manner as not to seriously block 
promotions in the future. 

That there should be some legislation 
by which the captains who are now 
among the first lieutenants on the promo- 
tion list will go up first when promotion 
is resumed in the Army is the opinion 
expressed by Acting Chairman McKenzie 
of the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. Mr. McKenzie has given consider- 
able thought to this feature of the Curry- 
Anthony bill and he is of the opinion that 
these captains should be restored to the 
grade in which they were commissioned 
before first lieutenants who are above 
them on the promotion list. 


Under a provision in the bill which 
reads “that in discharging and recommis- 
sioning officers on the promotion list any 
officer who is once discharged from the 
grade he now holds and is recommissioned 
in the next lower grade shall be passed 
over,” these captains cannot be demoted 
more than once. But this is not sufticient 
protection for this ¢lass of officers, ac- 
cording to the views of Chairman McKen- 
zie. Most of these captains are men with 
long service in the enlisted grade and have 
reached an age where they cannot possibly 
be promoted above the grade of major. 
They are deserving of some special re- 
lief, according to Mr. McKenzie, and he 
is planning to introduce some legislation 
with this end in view. 

In discussing the matter he pointed out 
that it would not be necessary to enact a 
new law until next session. Promotion 
will not be resumed until then and as a 
consequence both Congress and the De- 
partment will have some time to study 
the matter. 

As was anticipated, the greatest objec- 
tion to the bill as it finally passed is its 
demotions. Protests are going to Con- 
gress from emergency officers on account 
of this feature. They should go to Con- 
gress, for the War Department did not 
recommend this feature of the bill as it 
passed. In his testimony before the Mil- 
itary Committee Mr. Anthony dwelt espe- 
cially upon the demotion features of his 
bill. He argued that a certain amount of 
demotion was necessary in order to re- 
store the Army to its normal condition. 
The Dickman board is practically directed 


by Congress to empioy demotion freely in 
working out the scheme for a reduction 
in the number of officers to 12,000. Under 
these conditions it is stated that demo- 
tions will be a large part of the board’s 
program. 

The action of Congress in amending the 
Army Blimination act has had a very 
heartening effect upon naval officers. In 
naval circles it is now believed that Con- 
gress will not take apy hasty action in 
reducing the number of - naval 
Congress has had an object lesson of the 
disastrous effect of such legislation on the 
morale of the Army, and it is not believed 
that it will be inclined to consider any 
bill which would have a similar effect 
upon the Navy. 

This hopefulness on the part of the 
Navy is justified by expressions from 
members of Congress that have been 
heard since the passage of the Curry- 
Anthony bill. There is a general belief 
on Capito] Hill that anyone who proposes 
a reduction in the number officers of 
the Navy will receive very little encour- 
agement at the next session of Congress. 
If the matter is handled properly some 
legislation could be secured for the Navy 
next session which would place the 
strength of the corps of officers upon a 
more secure basis than that of the num- 
ber of enlisted men. It is possible that 
Congress would approve a well thought 
out plan for an increase in the number of 
officers for aviation duty. Sooner or later 
the Navy must have more officers for avia- 
tion if this feature of the fleet is to be 
fully developed. 





Correspondence Courses for National Guard and Reserves 


The War Department has announced a 
ccmprehensive program of correspondence 
courses for the Army, which are available 
to the National Guard, Organized Re- 
serves, Officers’ Reserve Corps and all 
clusses of citizen soldiers. Readers who 
wish to enroll for these courses are ad- 
vised to obtain promptly a copy of Form 
No. 786, A.G.O., “Application for Enrol- 
nent,” which can be secured from their 
locak corps area headquarters. Work will 
begin about Oct. 1. Men in the Regular 
Service should proceed through the regu- 
lar military channels as usual. 

The purpose of the Army correspon- 
dence courses is announced by the War 
Department to be the offering of an op- 
portunity to citizen soldiers, by taking 
advantage of which they may secure sys- 
tematic and practical training and in- 
struction, tending to fit them for active 
duty in their present grades, and for pro- 
motion to higher rank. From the stand- 
point of national duty, enrolment becomes 
almost obligatory, when it is recalled that 
eighty per cent. of the soldiers of the 
United States are engaged in civilian pur- 
suits, and it devolves upon them to keep 
abreast of military progress largely through 
their own individual efforts. According to 
the national defense program, the Army 
censists of one Regular Army division, 
two National Guard Divisions and three 
Organized Reserve divisions for each of 
the nine corps areas. Of these 54 divi- 
sins, 45 are made up of citizen soldiers, 
and it is necessary to the national defense 
that they attain a high state of efficiency. 


Eligibility. 


The enrolment in the courses is strictly 
oluntary, and is limited in certain cases. 
he first three courses, covering elemen- 
fry and advanced tactics and professional 
echnique, are open without reservation to 
ll members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
nnd Enlisted Reserve Corps. These three 
ourses may be voluntarily taken by any 
ficer or enlisted man of the National 
oh who may desire to take them in 
Addition to his regular duties. In addi- 
ae they are open to qualified civilians, 
© may desire to enroll. The enrolment 
such civilians is, however, subject to 
¢ availability of instruction facilities. 
: addition they will be required to pur- 
ate, their own text-books. These courses 
6 “A, B and ©,” and are offered by 
very branch of the Service.

Working Methods. 


The courses are divided into short sub- 
courses and the scope of each is flexible 
enough to meet the needs of individual 
students. “ There are no time require- 
ments, each student progressing as rapid- 
ly as he desires. It is necessary to en- 
roll for Course “A” in the beginning, but 
corps area commanders are authorized to 
excuse applicants from any course or sub- 
ecurse, up to Course “D,” upon presenta- 
tion of evidence of previous qualification 
therein. 

Instruction will consist in the assign- 
ment to the student of a task, its prepara- 
tion and finally the testing of his knowl- 
edge by an exercise covering it. Instruc- 
tcrs will confer personally with students 
wherever possible, and when personal co- 
operation is impossible, they will furnish 
detailed criticisms and explanations. Ex- 
aninations will follow the completion of 
each subcourse and will determine the rat- 
ing of the student. 

Texts will be furnished free when re- 
quested, but since there is no Congres- 
sional appropriation for this work, the 
number of such texts is limited. Many 
officers will already have them in their 
professional libraries, and the War De- 
partment is asking all students to co- 
operate in making the available material 
go as far as possible.

The Texas State Democratic” Conven- 
tion unanimously adopted a set of resolu- 
tions calling for some kind of legislation 
to protect every efficient officer in the mili- 
‘tary service, and demanding the repeal of 
the Army Elimination act of June 30. The 
action was taken during the meeting of 


the State Convention at San Antonio on.|, 


Sept. 6. 
The resolutions declared that the Na- 
tional Defense act of 1920 was the first 
program of defense in our history 
and stressed the use of the Regular Army 
in training National Guard and civilian 
units. They declared that lack of a sys- 
tem of military expansion cost the nation 
seventeen months’ time during the World 
War, and that the lack of Regular Army 
officers necessitated the loan of 15,000 
Allied officers at the beginning of the war. 
The convention stated that the policy 
of Army reduction was “a severe blow to 
the interests of the nation,” and also that 
it was just as severe a blow to those of 
the taxpayer. It declared that the Regu- 
Tar officers to be eliminated had already 
cost the Govérnment about $35,000,000, 
and that they could not be replaced in less 
than ten years, and then only by men lack- 
ing the war experience of the officers un- 
der discussion. The Texas Democrats 
further recalled that a policy of reduction, 
similar to the one now proposed, had been 
followed after both the Mexican and Civil 
wars, and that in each case it had result- 
ed in “an enormously increased expendi- 
ture in the following war, because of such 
military weakness.” 


National Defense Act Indorsed. 


In view of these facts, the resolutions 
conclude : 

“Therefore, be it resolved, That the 
Texas Democratic State Convention in- 
dorses the National Defense act of June 
4, 1920, as a sound foundation for the mil- 
itary policy of the nation, and urges ade- 
quate appropriations for the Regular 
Army, National Guard, Organized Re 
serves and the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps to carry out its provisions. 

“Be it further resolved, That this con- 
vention recommends the immediate repeal 
of the Army Elimination law of June 30, 
1922, and the passage of such legislation 
as will retain in the military service every 
efficient Regular Army officer who is not 
separated therefrom at his own request or 
through inefficiency, determined after due 
consideration and a hearing by the officer.” 

In discussing this action of the State 
Convention an Army officer stationed in 
‘Texas declares that there is a strong Reg- 
ular Army sentiment in that state. Two 
of the leading newspapers of the state, the 
San Antonio Express and the Dallas 
News, have recently reprinted in full the 
ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL’s editorial of 
Aug. 12 on “Destruction of the Army the 
First Step in Overthrow of the Govern- 
ment.” 

This officer declares that a little effort 
on the part of Army officers would serve 
to spread the Texas spirit all over the 
country. He states: 

“If every Army officer would energetic- 
ally support the War Department’s cam- 
paign of education the lamentable reduc- 
tion of twenty-four regiments of Infantry 
and the elimination of all Howitzer com- 
panies and battalion headquarters compa- 
nies and the drastic reduction of officers 
would never have occurred. It is not too 
late still to correct a large part of this 
evil. It is urgent that every officer take 
every opportunity to make speeches be- 
fore clubs and civic bodies and to present 
the facts in their possession as experts 
employed by the people. The facts are so 

.strong that they only require to be brought 
to the attention of the average intelligent 
voter to insure his interest and support.” 


Appeal for the Colonels. 


This same officer makes an appeal for 
the colonels and lieutenant colonels who 
are not saved by the Curry-Anthony bill 
recently passed. Like the Texas Demo- 
erats, he bases his appeal upon an argu- 
ment of cold cash. He declares: 

“If it were possible to arrange all the 
officers of the grade of colonel and lieu- 
tenant colonel in a list according to rela- 
tive merit and efficiency and then to arbi- 
trarily remove the 129 colonels and the 97 
lieutenant colonels least efficient. this 
measure would still be indefensible, un- 
less it could be shown that these relatively 
least efficient were actually inefficient or 
below average. After the vigorous opera- 
tions of the B board for two years it is 
conceivable that there are left in those 
grades only two or three officers of doubt- 
fal efficiency, if there are any at all. It 
is an absolute loss to the Government in 
cold dollars and cents to take the 92d lieu- 
tenant colonel or the 129th colonel and 
discharge him after twenty or thirty years’ 
training and after going through and sur- 
viving the shifting processes of war and 
the B boards. The chances of securing a 
suitable replacement for him under fifteen 
years is negligible. An officer of that ser- 


vice who has been through garrison schools 
and two or three years at the Service 
schools’ has cost the Government a mini- 
mum 6f $15,000 investment in education 
given him upon full pav and allowances. 
The services of this military expert are 
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cause of any inefficiency, 

an arbitrary limit fixed by a sub-commit- 
tec which admittedly held no military hear- 
ings and two of whose members have been 
very strongly commented on in the press 
because of their remarkable ignorance of 


military affairs for which they were pre- ; 


paring legislation.”

ARGENTINE WINS POLO CHAMPIONSHIP 
OF UNITED STATES. 


The Argentine polo team, composed of 
John and David Miles, John Nelson and 
Capt. Luis Lacey, won the open cham- 
pionship of the United States from the 
Meadow Brook team at the Rumson (N. 
J.) Country Club on Saturday, Sept. 9, 
by a score of 7 to 14. F. S. Von Stade, 
T. Hitehcock, jr., E. S. Bacon and Deve- 
reux Milburn composed the Meadow 
Brook team, and their efforts to retain the 
championship made the match perhaps 
the most brilliant contest of all times. 
Maj. V. W. Lockett of the British team 
and Mr. L. Stoddard refereed the game, 
and 11,000 spectators surrounded the field. 

David Miles, by a clever line shot, 
scored the first goal. The first period 
and the following three periods were as 
exciting a contest as could be imagined. 
At the end of the fourth period the score 
stood 4 to 6 in favor of the Argentines. 
However, it was still anyone’s game. In 
the following periods the Argentines let 
loose a brand of polo which for brilliant 
team work, long runs, speed and accurate 
hitting has perhaps never been equalled. 

Their passing was beautiful and team 
work perfect. In well separated posi- 
tions they kept the ball moving steadily 
toward Meadow Brook’s goal, and due to 
their accurate hitting seldom failed to 
score. 

The Argentine team has established an 
exceptional record. In the early spring 
they crossed the Andes and overwhelmed 
the polo teams of Chile. They transported 
to England fifty-six of their best ponies 
and played through thirteen successive 
tournaments in Great Britain without de- 
feat. They arrived in America with 
twenty-six ponies in time to play for the 
Herbert Memorial Cup. Nearly half of 
their original mounts had succumbed to 
the gruelling strain of the British tourna- 
ments. Their first game in America was 
played under a handicap on Aug. 
against the Orange County team, contain- 
ing two players, Rumsey and Stoddard, 
of international caliber. The Argentines 
conceded to them five goals and were de- 
feated by a score of 10 to 13. 

It was well understood that the Argen- 
tines came to America to lift the historic 
cup of the open championship tourna- 
ment, however, and their brilliant success 
overbalances their single defeat.

FAILURE OF BROKERAGE HOUSE 
INVOLVES 270 OFFICERS. 


At least 270 Army and Navy officers 
are affected by the failure of Smith, Lock- 
hart & Co., of Baltimore, according to the 
preliminary investigation which has been 
conducted by Ansell & Bailey at the in- 
stance of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 
This legal firm of Washington, D.C., 
which is well known throughout the Ser- 
vices, has now a large number of claims 
from the Service which have been turned 
over to them by the ARMy AND NAvy 
JouRNAL, It is of the highest importance 
for claimants throughout the Services to 
send in their statements at the earliest 
possible date so that consideration can be 
given to them by the authorities. The 
consolidation of the claims through the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL in the hands of 
one firm of attorneys will materially as- 
sist the Service claimants. 

The receivers of the bankrupt firm were 
very favorably impressed with the efforts 
of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL in this 
direction. One of them remarked: “This 
is a departure to me and the JOURNAL ap- 
pears to be a Service paper in more than 
one sense.” 

Attorneys Ansell and Bailey were able 
to convince the referees that on account 
of Service claimants being stationed in 
every part of the world it was necessary 
for them to press their claims through 
some agency in which they had confidence. 
Assurances were given the attorneys that 
the conditions under which the Service 
claimants must be communicated with 
would be given due consideration. 


Statement of Attorneys. 


The following statement was furnished 
the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL by General 
Ansell and Colonel Bailey after their res 
cent trip to Baltimore: 

“We ascertained that the auditors are 
now at work on the books of Smith, Lock- 
hart & Co., and that the liabilities and as- 
sets of the bankrupt cannot be determined 
until the audit has been completed, which 
will probably be within two weeks. The 
best information obtainable, based upon 
estimates of persons who have some knowl- 
edge of the facts, indicates that the lia- 
bilities of the bankrupt will total approxi- 
mately $2,000,000, and the assets will 
amount to approximately $200,000. Also, 
it was ascertained that probably more than 
270 Army and Navy officers are affected 
by the failure of Smith, Lockhart & Co. 

“It should be pointed out to the officers 
of the Services that in sending their 
claims to the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
they give a full statement of the transac- 
tion, the amount of money paid by them 
to the company, the name or names of 
steck on which the payments were made 
and enclose all correspondence had _ be- 
tween them and the company. In some 
cases it may be determined that the stock 
so purchased by the officers appear in their 
names and that it may be found among 
the assets of the bankrupt. In this event 
the purchaser may be able to assert rights 
in the stock so purchased, which, of course, 
if he is able so to do, will be highly ad- 
vantageous to him. 


Stop Sending Payments. 


“We were advised that checks were be- 
ing received by the receivers of the com- 
pany as part payment on account of stock 
purchased from the company. It is sug- 
gested that the Services be informed not 
to send to the company any further pay- 
ments on account. 

“The receivers are George Cator and 
Clifton S. Brown and the referee in bank- 
ruptcy is Willis EB. Myers. The receivers 
are now engaged in collecting in the as- 
sets of the company and ing its 
liabilities. Later on a trustee in bank- 





ruptcy will be appointed to administer the 
bankrupt estate.”

in Gas Demonstration 


Before a crowd of several hundred dis- 
tinguished visitors, a huge chemical war- 


fare demonstration was staged Sept. 6 at : 


the Camp Humphreys rifle range by the 
13th Engineers and one company of Ma- 
rines from Quantico. 

Rifle and hand grenades, mortar shells, 
portable cylinders and bombs dropped 
from airplanes all contributed their share 
of smoke and gas that soon made the ter- 
rain resemble the battlefields of France. 

The company of Marines, in command 
of Captain Miller, U.S.M.C., carried out 
an advance against machine gun nests un- 
der the protection of a moving smoke 
screen generated by hand and rifle gre- 
nades. 

Co. C, 13th Engineers, followed with 
an attack over fire-swept terrain against 
an entrenched enemy under the protec- 
tion of a smoke screen generated by smoke 
candles. ‘The dense clouds of smoke gen- 
erated by the candles concealed beauti- 
fully the movements of the company and 
the advantages of such a screen were read- 
ily realized by all witnessing the demon- 
stration. 

About this time the Stokes mortars add- 
ed to the noise and smoke by hurling tear 
gas shells against the “enemy.” ~The third 
company to join the attack, Co. B, 13tn 
Engineers, soon found itself “gassed.” The 
speed with which the men donned their 
gas masks indicated that many of the 
men in the company had done that same 
thing under more trying conditions while 
“over there.” 

No sooner had this company reached its 
objective than two planes came sailing 
over the “battlefield” dropping gas shells 
with deadly accuracy upon the “enemy’s” 
machine gun nests. 

The concluding phase of the battle was 
a grand attack by all the troops under 
the command of Maj. J. A. Dorst, C.E., 
against the enemy’s entrenchments. By 


this time the terrain had become so covered | 


with smoke and gas that it was necessary 
for the troops to don their masks at the 
beginning of the attack and so real were 
the conditions under which it was carried 
out that many of the old-timers were heard 
to remark that this was France all over 
again. 

The demonstration was planned and di- 
rected by Major Prentiss, C.W.S., and 
Lieutenant Sullivan, C.W.S. 
visitors were Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries,

The 
Secretary’s objection to the demonstration 
by the fleet upon his return was that it 
might interfere with the regular program 
and add to the cost of fuel. He is dis- 
couraging all movements of the fleet which 
are not purely military in their character.

To maintain the Navy at its strength of 
86,000, it will be necessary to secure 760 
recruits per week, according to a bulletin 
issued by the Bureau of Navigation. This 
is making allowance for fifty per cent. of 
re-enlistments. The total number of re- 
cruits that it is estimated must be secured 
during the year is 38,000.

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Navy Day Scheduled 
for Next Month 


The Navy League of the United States 
has decided to set apart a day devoted to 
the Navy, which day will be observed 
throughout the country, probably on the 
last Friday of October (Oct. 27). 

Addressing the Acting Secretary of the 
Navy, Mr. R. J. Kelly outlined the plan 
of the Navy League Executive Commit- 
tee, as follows: 

“The Navy League, as you know, is a 
civilian organization, founded for the pur- 
pose of promoting a more general knowl- 
edge of the Navy. Our country is a re- 
public. The Navy belongs to its people. 
Therefore, the people of the country should 
be informed in every detail as to what 
their Navy is doing for them, for it is on 
them that the Navy depends for its sup- 


port. 

“Through Navy Day we propose to in- 
form the people not only of what their 
Navy has done for them in its glorious 
past achievements, but also of what their 
Navy is doing from day to day, and will 
do for them in the future. We feel that 
in such an undertaking as this we can 
command the assistance of the great patri- 
otic organizations of our country.” 

Secretary Theodore Roosevelt replied at 
once, expressing hearty approval of the 
plan, especially since it provided a means 
for acquainting the population of the in- 
land states with the work and plans of the 
Navy. He promised the full co-operation 
of the Navy Department. 


POARD TO INVESTIGATE 
NAVY SHORE ESTABLISHMENTS. 


The following was posted in the Navy 
Department on Sept. 11 as a forecast of 
the appearance of the next Navy Yard 
Board: 

It was announced at the Navy Department 
to-day that by direction of the President a 
board of naval officers is to be appointed by 
the Secretary of the Navy for the purpose of 
making an investigation of all shore establish- 
ments of the Navy with a view to determining 


what changes, if any, should be recommended 
to Congress in the interest of efficiency and 
economy. 

There will be no immediate discontinuance 
of any present major shore stations. 


To begin with, this announcement sus- 


pends the order for the closing of the 
Charleston Navy Yard. As far as Con- 
gressional action is concerned, it makes 


little difference what recommendations the 
board may make. Any report would start 
things in Congress; especially on the Pa- 
cific coast, where there has been a fight 
made by the lower San Francisco Bay peo- 
ple against the Mare Island Yard ever 
since it was located by Admiral Farragut.

JOINT MANEUVERS AGAINST 
PANAMA CANAL DEFENSES. 


In all probability the joint maneuvers 
of the U.S. Atlantic and Pacific Fleets, 
Which are planned for February, will take 
the form of an attack from the Pacific 
Side upon the defenses of the Panama 
Canal. The demonstration will, therefore, 
2 a joint Army and Navy exercise and 
Will be of absorbing interest to both Ser- 
Vices, iA 
This was the program that was being ar- 
Tanged at joint conferences of the Army 
and Navy authorities last year, when, ow- 
ing to a shortage of fuel, the orders for 
Joint maneuvers were canceled. It is as- 
Simed that these plans will be developed 
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for this year’s maneuvers, but no action 
will be taken until Admiral Hilary P. 
Jones, commander-in-chief of the Atlan- 
tic Fleet, returns from Rio de Janeiro. 
The Maryland, with Secretary Hughes 
and Admiral Jones, is due in New York 
on Sept. It is expected that Admiral 
Jones will go to Washington immediately 
and attend a conference at which the pro- 
gram for the joint maneuvers will be ar- 
ranged. . 

The proposed attack on the defenses of 
the Canal will present a number of new 
problems. Through it the Army expects 
to try out new plans which it has devel- 
oped for the defense of the Canal. The 
Navy is equally keen to test its plans for 
the attack on land fortifications. It has 
been frequently held that the defenses of 
the Canal are not adequate. Those who 
lay great stress on the control of the air 
are insisting that with the help of the 
fleet the Canal could be bombed by an 
efficient air force. 


ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC FLEET 
TARGET PRACTICE. 


The U.S. Pacific Fleet commenced its 
target practice Sept. 12 and the U.S. At- 
lantic Fleet was at work off the Capes of 
the Delaware for its target practice for 
several days before that date. Both 
fleets expect to be through with their tar- 
get practice by the latter part of Novem- 
ber and. take a short rest over Christmas. 

The Pacific Fleet will leave for Panama 
Canal waters about Jan. 1, and the At- 
lantic Fleet will start for the southern 
drill grounds as soon ag it completes its 
exercises off the Capes. 

The U.S.S. Maryland, although as- 
signed to the Pacific Fleet, will have its 
target practice this year with the Atlantic 
Fleet, while the U.S.S. Nevada, also as- 
signed to the Pacific Fleet, will remain 
at Rio de Janeiro until the latter part of 
December. It will have its target prac- 
tice at a later date with the Pacific Fleet, 
and will joint the fleet just previous to the 
maneuvers. The Nevada will arrive at 
the Panama Canal just about time to take 
part in the joint maneuvers. 


BERT ACOSTA MADE LIEUTENANT 
IN NAVAL RESERVE FORCE. 
Bert Acosta, probably the best known 
and one of the most experienced pilots in 
American aviation, was sworn in as a 


lieutenant in the United States Naval Re- 
serve Force at the Navy Department on 


Sept. 8. 
Acosta is reckoned as one of the pio- 
neers in American aeronautics, having 


first learned to fly in San Diego, Calif., 
in 1910. In 1918 he was commissioned in 
the Army Air Service and served until the 
armistice, 

Since the armistice, Acosta has been 
test pilot and advisory engineer for the 
several large airplane building corpora- 
tions. He has been connected with the 
development and flying of all high-speed 
planes in this country, and holds the 
werld’s record for a closed circuit made 
in the Pulitzer race of 1921 in the Curtiss 
Navy racer. Acosta has 7,000 hours in 
the air and has flown every type of foreign 
and American plane with a record of only 
two damaging forced landings. 


WILLIAM H. GARDINER WRITES 

SPECIAL ARTICLE ON SEA POWER. 

An article entitled “Atlantic and Pa- 
cifie Sea Power,” which will be of espe- 
cial interest to all military men, will ap- 
pear in the October number of Current 
Ilistory Magazine, which will be on the 
news-stands about Sept. 24. 

Its author is William Howard Gardi- 
ner, whose previous articles, “The Philip- 
pines and Sea Power,” published in the 
North American Review, and “A Naval 
View of the Washington - Conference,” 
published in the Atlantic Monthly, cre- 
ated such a widespread interest through- 
out the country. 

Mr. Gardiner has specialized in writing 
on naval topics of a wider scope and in 
this coming article he points out a most 
important and not generally noted phase 
of the present world’s naval situation. 


RADICAL INNOVATIONS IN 
NEW NAVY RACING PLANE. 


Radical innovations in aircraft design 
will characterize several of the Navy en- 
tries in the Detroit aviation races to be 
l:eld in the early part of October. Promi- 
nent among these will be the Navy BR or 
t0v0th racer in which a lesson from the 
birds has been incorporated to obtain 
greater speed. 

The entire landing gear of the plane 
will be retracted into the fuselage once 
the plane is in the air so that only the 
wings and fuselage will present resistance 
to the wind. This follows the practice of 
birds in flight. 

The BR incorporates another innovation 
of a frankly experimental character. This 
is the complete suppression of the radia- 
tor. Aeronautical experts estimate that 
twenty per cent. of the wind resistance 
cffered to airplane is due to the necessity 
of dragging an engine radiator through the 
nit at high speeds. In the Booth racer, 
the entire wing will be covered with a 
thin sheet of copper under which the water 
for cooling the engine circulates so that 








the wing itself becomes one large radiator 
performing the dual function of cooling | 
the engine and supporting the weight of | 
the plane, 

If it be proved possible to cool the en- 
gine in this manner under the gruelling 
ecnditions of the race a marked advance | 
will have been made in aeronautical engi- | 
neering. The Booth machine also repre- | 
sents another attempt to take another | 
step in aero-dynamic refinement suppress- 
ing completely the structural bracing re- 
quired by wings of a biplane by the use 
of an unbraced monoplane wing. 

In general the Booth planes represent 
not only the last word in refinement, but 
three radical innovations in design which 
if successful will have a profound influ- 
«ace on the future design of high perform- 
once military and naval planes. 
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THE 25-YEAR RETIREMENT BILL,

ELIMINATION OF MEDICAL OFFICERS. 
To THE EpiToR: 

I desire to commend the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL for its stand in defense 
of the Army against its enemies in Con- 
gress, but I have been forcibly struck with 
the fact that of all the champions of the 


Army officers none has raised a hand in 
defense of the officers of the Medical De- 
partment. 

The bill passed to correct the elimina- 
tion injustice is apparently designed to 
prevent excessive elimination of line offi 
cers. It takes no cognizance of the fact 
that the Medical Department has been 
dealt what almost amounts to a death 
blow. 

Officers who have been eliminated from 
the Medical Department are considered 
very fortunate by those who remain. The 
work of the Medical Department has been 
excessively heavy since large numbers of 
emergency officers were discharged follow- 
ing the reorganization of the Army in 
1920. Early in 1921 Army hospitals were 
filled with Veterans’ Bureau patients, in 
many cases making it necessary for Medi- 
cal officers to work day and night. Then 
in 1922 the summer training camps made 
extra heavy work for Medical officers. 
Many Medical officers were almost recov- 
ering from the arduous duties in connec- 
tion with the training camps when they 
were stunned with the news that they 
were to be summarly eliminated. 

What of the Medical officers who are 
not to be eliminated? ‘Theirs will be in- 
deed a life of misery. Many of them will 
resign to be clear of the whole miserable 
business. have been told by officers 
who are not eliminated that they would 
like to get out with the year’s pay. 

The most serious aspect of the affair is 
that if the present bills save the majority 
of line officers from elimination, whole- 
sale elimination of Medical officers will 
continue, and the life of a Medical officer 
of the Army will be the life of a slave. 
Just as serious will be the plight of the 
sick and injured (soldiers, officers and 
their families) who will be Without ade- 
quate medical attention. Great will be 
their suffering, which will also be so need-

Holy War Suggested 
by Greek Debacle

est respect. It is evident that this fact is 
recognized by Great Britain and that she 
is moving with the utmost promptness to 
meet the new situation, 

The only recourse apparently now open 
to Great Britain is completely to discard 
the Greeks and endeavor to induce the 
Turks to take over the British role in the 
Near East, reserving to herself, however, 
the immediate control of the Dardanelles, 
which she cannot surrender without en- 
tailing the complete loss of her gains in 
the Levant as the result of the World War. 
Yor in control of the Dardanelles the Turk 
would once more become independent of 
British sea power, and no price that Great 
Britain might pay would be great enough 
to ensure that he would not use hig inde- 
pendence to British detriment when the 
propitious occasion arose. The Turk’s 
price for supporting Great Britain’ and 
refraining from attempting to expel her 
from Gallipoli is certain to be very high. 

It is, however, questionable how far 
France will go in extending further sup- 
port to Turkish pretentions. Doubtless 
she will endeavor to employ every meas- 
ure to force Great Britain to support her 
German program.’ Nevertheless, the situ- 
ation is not without.a certain element of 
danger for France as well as for Great 
Britain. An unchecked Turkey may men- 
ace the French protectorate in Syria as 
well as the British protectorate of Meso- 
potamia. Turkey restored to complete 
control of the Dardanelles and the Bospo- 
rus would, moreover, induce reactions 
throughout the Balkans that might prove 
unfavorable to French interests. The 
Little Entente powers on whom France 
very largely relies for support in her Cen- 
tral European policy might possibly dis- 
play uneasiness at a revival of Turkey as 
a European power if such a revival were 
to imply the support by Turkey of her 
former allies, Bulgaria and Hungary. 

Perhaps the most accurate forecast as 
to what will be the attitude of the several 
powers toward a Turkish attempt to re- 
cover control over the zone of the straits 
will follow from a consideration of the 
nature of the situation in which key 
would find herself were she to recover that 
A Turkey in control of the 
straits must, as was the case in the pre 
war history of the nation, always look 
upon Russia as her greatest enemy; for 
she would occupy Russia’s coveted objec- 
tive, her natural outlet on the Mediterra- 
nean. EXnmity toward Russia would nat- 
urally throw Turkey into alliance with 
Rumania. This entente might be extend- 
ed to Jugo-Slavia through an understand- 
ing relative to Bulgaria and the coveted 
Jugo-Slav outlet on the Agean at Sa- 
lonica. At the same time her necessity 
for support against Russia in the Cau- 
easus would lead Turkey to favor the con- 
| yr pa of the French protectorate over 
aeyria, 

In conclusion, it seems no exaggeration 
to say that this situation contains all the 
possibilities of another Holy War. Re- 
cently newspaper accounts stated that 
Kemel Pasha has been hailed as the head 
of the Moslem Church by the Constanti- 
nople crowd, if so, and if he can gain the 
support of the Moslem inhabitants of In- 
dia the situation may develop into a really 
serious war. A “Jehad” (or Holy War) 
would command the support of the entire 
Moslem world and might well cause what 
could be regarded before it was finished as 
another World War.

If there were more liberal retirement 
features, something like the officers and 
warrant officers have, these men would 
not drag along in the Service for years, 
straining themselves to get by in order to 
complete their thirty years’ service. 

As was stated in the ARMy AND Navy 
JoURNAL some weeks back “thirty straight 
years is too long to require all men with- 
cut exception to serve before being en- 
titled to any compensation for long years 
ot service.

IMPATIENTLY WAITING. 
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Army Promotion List 
Not to Be Disturbed 


Mr. McKenzie’s proposal for the promo- 
tion of captains who are now among the 
first lieutenants before those who are 
above them on the promotion list will 
meet with opposition when it comes up in 
Congress. Since the Shanks board re- 
fused to recommend any change in the pro- 
motion list there will be strenuous opposi- 
tion to this change proposed by Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie. 

Attention is called to the fact that sec- 
ond lieutenants who were commissioned 
by the Pershing board, in the arrangement 
of the promotion list, were placed above 
first lieutenants and captains. Officers 
who passed the examinations for commis- 
sion in the Regular Army for the grade of 
captain are now outranked by officers who 
were commissioned by the Pershing board 
as second lieutenants. In some cases the 
papers of officers who had qualified for 
commissions in the Regular Army were 
held in the War Department for four 
months and thus they are outranked on 
the promotion list by officers who came in 
from the first training camps, but in real- 
ity have a shorter term of service. 

If Mr. McKenzie opens up the question, 
it is asserted that other captains and lieu- 
tenants will have grievances, as well as 
the captains now among the first lieuten- 
ants. In all probability there will be 
much discussion of the inequalities of the 
promotion list at the next session of Con- 
gress. 


GENERAL PERSHING, U.S.A., 
CELEBRATES 62D BIRTHDAY. 
Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., General 


ef the Armies and Chief of Staff, reached 
his sixty-second birthday on Sept. 13, 


1922. He was born in Missouri Sept. 13, 
1860. The General was at work as usual 


in his office at the War Department and 
was surrounded by flowers sent by officers 
of the General Staff and others. He 
locked hale and hearty. 

Sept. 13 is also the fourth anniversary 
of the famous thrust made in the German 
salient at St. Mihiel by American troops, 
which completely threw the German lines 
far to the rear. General Pershing had 
little to say concerning St. Mihiel, but 
epoke enthusiastically of the success of 
the present U.S. Army organization, com- 
posed of Regulars, National Guardsmen 
and Organized Reserves. He was also en- 
thusiastic concerning the success of the 
summer training camps. 

The chief difficulty this year, General 
Pershing said, was lack of funds for ade- 
quate camps. He expressed the hope that 

ongress would provide next year for 
camps on a scale necessary to insure an 
adequate defensive force for any emer- 
gency the nation might face hereafter. 


LEGISLATION FOR DECORATIONS OF 
BEREVETTED SPANISH WAR OFFICERS. 


An attempt will be made by Acting 
Chairman McKenzie to rescue from the 
legislative jam at the close of the session 
a bill (H.R. 2192) authorizing Distin- 
guished Service Cross and Distinguished 
Service Medal to brevetted officers with 
service in the Spanish War, Philippine 
Irsurrection, and China Relief Expedition. 
This bill, which was originally introduced 
by Senator Spencer, has reaily passed both 
Houses and if it were not for certain par- 
liamentary complications it would now be 
a law. 

Something like 200 Army and Marine 
Corps officers received brevets for gallan- 
try during the war with Spain, the Philip- 

ine Insurrection and the China Relief 

Ixpedition. Under the present system 
they would be entitled to decorations and 
there is no opposition either at the War 
Department or on Capitol Hill to the pas- 
sage of the bill. It has already passed 
the Senate and was reportel favorably by 
the House Committee on Military Affairs 
as early as Aug. 12, 1921. MBarlier than 
this, practically with the same provisions, 
the bill was attached to the Army os 
propriation bill which failed of passage in 
the 66th Congress. 

Although there is now a great crush of 
legislation as the time for the adjournment 
of Congress approaches, Mr. McKenzie is 
hopeful of slipping through the measure 
with some other bills that have been re- 
ported out of the committee. 





MAJ. GEN. MERRITTE W. IRELAND 
RENOMINATED SURGEON GENERAL. 


Maj. Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Sur- 
geon General, U.S.A., has been renomi- 
nated by the President to that office for a 
term of four years from Oct. 5, 1922. He 
was previously appointed Surgeon Gen- 
eral Oct. 4, 1918. He has rendered highly 

ient service. 
rhe Distinguished Service Medal has 
not only been conferred upon him for con- 
spicuous services by the United States 
Government, but the British, French and 
Serbian governments have also awarded 
him honors. Besides his duties as head of 
the Medical Department, the General is a 
member of the Dickman board which is 


now sitting in Washington. 
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NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS 
TO ARMY SERVICE SCHOOLS. 


Orders which have been issued by the 
Militia Bureau of the War Department au- 
thorizing the attendance of National 
Guard officers to special courses at the 
various Service Schools, have been enthusi- 
astically received throughout the Guard. 
The hope is expressed in the Militia Bu- 
reau that at the opening of next year’s 
courses the number of officers and men to 
take these courses may be considerably 
increased. The lack of sufficient funds 
this year limited the activities of the bu- 
reau in this respect. 

The list of officers who have been _or- 
écred to attend the Cavalry School, Fort 
Riley, Kas., from Sept. 10 to Dee. 10, is 
as follows:

NAVAL RESERVE OFFICERS

Changes in Commands

VETERINARY CORPS HARD HIT 
BY OFFICER REDUCTION. 


The reduction of the Veterinary Corps | 
of the Medical Department from 175 com- § 


missiomed officers to 126, to fit the Army 
of 125,000 enlisted men, with no corre 
sponding reduction in the number of pub 
lic animals entrusted to their care, makes 


the work of the corps most difficult. 

It has been shown that to properly care 
for 1,000 animals the services of four and 
a fraction trained commissioned officers 
is the minimum which should be reached 
if the health and well-being of the animals 
are taken into consideration. At the pres 
ent time the Army possesses about 50,625 
animals, the great majority of which are 
sound and in excellent condition. If the 
advice of the experts on the proper care 
taking of the animals were followed the 
Veterinary Corps would have an author- 
ized strength of over 200 officers. 





NAVY ESTIMATES ARE FOR 
96,000 STRENGTH. 


The Navy Department has submitted 
two sets of estimates to the budget office. 
One calls for an enlisted strength of 86,000 
and the other for 96,000. 

It will be for the higher authorities im 
the administration to determine whether 4 
recommendation is to go to Congress for 
an increase in the enlisted strength of the 
Navy. There is no question that there 
is a shortage of enlisted men in the fleet. 
There are advocates in Congress for fol- 
lowing the recommendations of the naval 
avthorities. If the administration sho 
support the recommendations of the Navy 
Department, the prospects are good for aB 
increase.

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Professional vs. Civilian Point 
of View in Military 
Matters 


N the World War the preponderance 

of the Allied and Associated powers 

in men, matériel, money and resources 
of all kinds was enormous from the very 
beginning. 

In spite of their inferiority in resources 
the Germans were able with few excep- 
tions to exert tremendous pressure at 
practically any point selected by them; 
in other words, throughout the greater 
part of the war the Germans possessed the 
initiative and took the fullest advantage 
of it. 

The more the history of the World War 
becomes known the more it is evident that 
the reason for this was that the Germans 
possessed unity of command under capa- 
ble military leadership able to enforce its 
will from the beginning. On the side of 
the Allied and Associated powers unity of 
command under the capable leadership of 
Marshal Foch was only obtained in the 
last months of the war. Even then he 
was not able completely to enforce his 
will. 

While soldiers of different nations are 
jealous of each other, they all understand 
the necessity for co-ordination under a 
single chief. The failure to have this on 
the Allied side was due primarily to the 
political leaders of the various countries 
concerned. 

Further than this was the fact that the 
military leaders on the Allied side had to 
continuously subordinate their points of 
view with respect to how the war should 
be waged to those of the various political 
leaders, who, however astute they may 
have been in peace time, had no concep- 
tion of waging war. 


Greek Debacle an Example 


The Greek débacle in Asia Minor is an- 
other example of the failure which is al- 
most inevitable when the ideas of politi- 
cal leaders triumph over the advice of mil- 
itary leaders. When the question of the 
Greek campaign in Asia Minor first came 
up the great military leaders of France 
and Great Britain were practically unani- 
mous against it. They knew and said that 
though the number of active Turkish 
troops was relatively small, a successful 
attempt to conquer them in a territory as 
vast as Asia Minor would require a num- 
ber of troops far beyond the number avail- 
able. Their advice was not heeded. The 
result which they prophesied has taken 
place. The damage to the political world 
is far greater than anything which could 
have happened had the disastrous expedi- 
tion never been undertaken. 

A board of directors of a railway de- 
cides the policies of that railway. It does 
rot, however, deliberately run counter to 
what its civil engineers say is profession- 
ally possible. 

Democratic government is the only form 
of government which any true American 
can possibly tolerate. Democratic gov- 
ernment necessarily demands the subordi- 
nation of the military authorities to the 
civil ones. However, the existence of a 
republic depends as much upon its ability 
to use armed force in time of danger as 
does that of any empire or kingdom. 


The Danger of Ignorance 


If the civil authorities are not willing 
to use the military as their source of in- 
formation with respect to the necessities 
of national defense; if they persist in ig- 
noring the lessons of all past wars; if 
they persist in allowing their own ignorant 
views with respect to military matters to 
dominate absolutely, the time can come 
when a republic such as ours, in spite of 
its numerous resources of every kind, can 
suffer a débacle as the result of battle with 
the most disastrous political results en- 
suing. 

Our history since the Armistice shows 
this country to possess numerous political 
leaders who scorn not only the views of 
the professional soldiers of the Regular 
Army, but also those of the soldiers of 
the National Guard and Reserve forces, 
whose views are based upon their battle 
exnerience in Eurone. 

e lesson to be derived from the Greek 
débacle is not primarily military, be- 
cause what has happened is only what 
every trained soldier felt confident would 
happen sooner or later. Mistakes made 
in the campaign by the Greeks and meth- 
ods pursued by the Turks are only repe- 
tition of mistakes and methods with which 
military history is replete. 


A Lesson to America 


The main lesson for the average Ameri- 
can to be derived from this defeat is that 
political ideas and policies must be upheld 
by suffeient force to insure their execu- 
tion; either indirectly, as in peace, by the 
knowledge that the force exists and is not 


to be tampered with, or by direct applica- 
tion, which is war. 

The pacifists in this country have been 
yelling “No war!” Many who are not 
professional pacifists agree with them. 
These same people, however, never hesi- 
tate to press a policy which can only be 
enforced as the result of war. There are 
individuals to-day who while bitterly op- 
posing a program of national defense for 
the United States, are at the same time 
conducting a campaign which would neces- 
sitate the United States using force against 
the Turks if its object, the protection of 
the Armenians, is to be attained. 


National Guard 


HB question has recently arisen as 

to the desirability of requiring the 

National Guard to reach the ulti- 
mate maximum strength, now required by 
law, of 800 for each Senator and Repre- 
sentative. This maximum strength totals 
427,200. The actual strength to-day is 
165,000. 

One suggestion which has been made is 
that the strength be 500 per Senator and 
Representative, or 268,000, which is 103,- 
000 more than actual strength. Another 
proposition is that 450 be the number set 
for each Senator and Representative, 
which would make a total of 241,450, or 
approximately 75,000 more than the pres- 
ent strength. 

To raise the maximum strength, now 
required by law, of 427,200 would mean 
that one out of every 35 to 42 physically 
fit white men from 18 to 45 years of age 
would be required for service in the Na- 
tional Guard in time of peace. The com- 
pany officers and regimental commanders, 
upon whom the burden of recruiting falls, 
realize that this ultimate strength is pro- 
portionately greater than can be normally 
obtained in time of peace through volun- 
tary enlistment. ‘This is particularly true 
in view of the hostile attitude of the labor 
unions to the Guard and the fact that 
many employers not only fail to give active 
support to the Guard, but even discourage 
their employees from entering it. 

A board of officers is to meet in Wash- 
ington before long to go thoroughly into 
this question. The results will be awaited 
with interest, as the views held upon this 
subject are undoubtedly divergent, even 
within the Guard itself. What is more 
important than the divergence of views 
within the Guard is the fact that undoubt- 
edly an effort will be made by the ene- 
mies of national defense to disrupt the 
Guard as a whole. Outspoken and frank 
opinion on the part of pacifists or labor 
unions can easily be forthcoming. At- 
tempts to take advantage of the diver- 
gence of views within the Guard, in order 
to wreck the divisional organization which 
now exists, are much more dangerous. 


Would Abolish Divisions 


The Congressman who undoubtedly is 
primarily responsible for the recent at- 
tempt to eliminate a large number of Reg- 
ular officers has been credited by rumor 
with the desire to do away with the divi- 
sional organization, and to have the Na- 
tional Guard made up primarily of In- 
fantry. 

Nothing could be worse from any possi- 
ble point of view. 

The confusion incident to the mobiliza- 
tion of the Guard for service on the Mexi- 
ean border and again for the World War, 
with the consequent loss of time, money 
and morale, shows that if the National 
Guard is to be an effective part of our 
system of national defense it must have 
permanent divisional organization. 

One of the reasons why the Guard has 
been recruited to its present strength since 
the war is because of the continuance of 
the war traditions of the various divisions. 


Must Retain Divisions 


If the Guard is to consist primarily of 
Infantry, it will mean that the necessary 
Artillery, Cavalry and Engineers will 
have to be provided by the Regulars. That 
Congress could be persuaded to increase 
the Cavalry, Artillery and Engineers of 
the Regular Army for this purpose is too 
absurd even to be considered. ‘The ten- 
dency would be to decrease the amount of 
Regular Infantry, already too small, and 
thus unbalance the Regular Army. 

A reduction in the ultimate strength of 
the National Guard, without any reduc- 
tion in its present strength, may be neces- 
sary and desirable. Many in the Guard 
undoubtedly wish it. A breaking up of 
the divisional organizations is not desir- 
able. It is to be doubted if any officer or 
enlisted man, particularly those who 
served in these divisions during the war, 
have any such desire. The National 
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Guard, the Reeular Army, the Reservists 
and every civilian interested in adequate 
national defense should be careful to see 
that this discussion is not used as a 
means to disrupt the existing scheme of 
national defense. 


Reserve Officers’ Opportunity 


HE convention for the purpose of 

forming a Reserve Officers Associa- 

tion, which is to be held in Wash- 
ington, D.C., Oct. 2, 3 and 4, is now only 
two weeks off. Local conventions being 
held or about to be held in various parts 
of the country emphasize the fact that it 
will be a success insofar as attendance is 
concerned. 

The field open to the convention is a 
large and important one. ‘The Reserve 
officer has needs of his own which Con- 
gress, up to the present, has sadly neg- 
lected. These needs will undoubtedly re- 
ceive the fullest attention of the conven- 
tion. There will be no trouble about bring- 
ing them before it, nor in getting prompt 
and vigorous action. 

The spirit shown so far in correspon- 
dence with respect to the formation of the 
association indicates that the average Re- 
serve officer also understands the necessity 
for the Reserve association to deal vigor- 
ously with the whole question of national 
defense and its opponents. 

That an individual should fight for his 
own immediate necessities is easily under- 
standable and to be expected. Insofar as 
the convention does this it will go along 
the usual lines and will attract only the 
attention which such action inevitably 
produces. 

When the convention takes up the whole 
broad question of national defense and 
shows that the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion, when formed, has no intention of 
being content with merely fighting the bat- 
tle of the Reserve officer as such, but in- 
tends to vigorously fight all opponents to 
adequate national defense, it will make 
the association a national one with a 
prominent place in national affairs. 

The speed with which Mr. Anthony and 
his sympathizers were compelled to make 
an about-face on the question of the un- 
just elimination features in the Army Ap- 
propriation act, once Congress and the 
country became acquainted with the truth 
with respect to these features, shows what 
can be done when vigorous combat re- 
places supine- acceptance of blows deliv- 
ered by politicians willing to sacrifice the 
Army for their own political good. 


Save the Regular Warrant and 
Non-Commissioned Officers 


N efficient corps of warrant and 
non-commissioned officers is ag es- 
sential to the Army as is the 


corps of commissioned officers. 

Under the National Defense act the 
field of usefulness for such a corps has 
been tremendously expanded in exactly 
the same manner as has been the case with 
the corps of Regular officers. The Na- 
tional Guard and Reserves of various cate- 
gories need to have assigned them for in- 
structional and administrative purposes a 
large number of Regular warrant and non- 
commissioned officers. They are needed 
not only as assistants to the Regular offi- 
cers engaged in this work, but also, par- 
ticularly in the case of National Guard 
units, should be liberally distributed to 
the units themselves. 

There is not a National Guard unit 
commander who would not welcome the 
assignment of a number of these men to 
his organization. Aside from the ques- 
tion of instruction, there are many ad- 
ministrative positions in the National 
Guard which require the constant pres- 
ence of a competent man. No matter how 
enthusiastic the National Guardsmen oc- 
cupying these positions, only nights and 
holidays are available for the work which 
must be done. In many units this is taken 
eare of by using private funds belonging 
to the unit to hire civilians. The raising 
of these funds puts an unjust tax upon 
the members of the unit or upon the busi- 
ness community to which they belong, or 
both. In many cases this money cannot 
be raised, with the consequence that the 
work is neglected. 

Due to the successive reductions in the 
size of the Regular Army, there is a con- 
siderable surplus, in so far as what the 
Regular Army itself needs, of warrant and 
N.C. officers. As a consequence, in the 
next few months members of this corps of 
excellent soldiers, many of them with long 
records, are again faced with the question 
of reduction in rank and a consequent re- 
duction in pay. The situation is ren- 
dered still more unjust by the fact that 
this means that many a faithful old soldier 
will have to be retired one or more grades 
below that occupied by him as the result 
of hard and long service and with pay 
which is inadequate for the proper sup- 
pert of himself and his family. 

The National Guard and various re- 
serve forces need many more Regular war- 
rant and N.C. officers than at present can 
be assigned them with the limited appro- 
priations available. } 

The Regular Army is reluctantly facing 


the necessity of demoting a considerable 
number of these men and of reti 
others under unjust conditions. 

The amount of money which is neces- 
sary to remedy this condition is relatively 
negligible. Prompt action should be taken 
by Congress to remedy this unfortunate 


state of affairs, 

I paper a letter was published in which 
it was suggested that the Dickman

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Future Development 
of National Guard 


Secretary of War Weeks, in a state- 


ment made on Sept. 7 concerning the fu- 


ture organization and strength of the Na- 
tional Guard, which was received by the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL last week just 
after it had gone to press on the above 
date, says among otber things that he is 
most anxious that recommendations made 
by him to Congress shal! be absolutely 
sound from the standpoint of national de- 
fense and compatible with the interests of 
economy. 
“The law prescribing the strength of 
the National Guard was passed in 1916,” 
says Mr. Weeks. “The allotments to the 
states were made in 1920. For two years 
the states have been confronted with prac- 
tical problems under the law. Now the 
time seems ripe for a comprehensive study 
ef National Guard problems and for fix- 
ing definitely the ultimate strength of the 
National Guard. 
“Therefore, in order that our National 
Guard may be organized along sane and 
sound lines; that its ultimate strength 
may be just what it should be, and neither 
too large nor too small; that it may escape 
the handicap of having its growth retard- 
ed by appropriations, I have issued a call 
for a special committee, the large majority 
of which shall be National Guardsmen, to 
make a comprehensive study of National 
Guard problems in conjunction with the 
Militia Bureau. The Militia Bureau has 
sent questionnaires to all state adjutants 
eral for their advice and opinion. I 
ve asked for the opinion of corps area 
commanders, that the National Guard may 
have the advantage of their views and ex- 
perience. 
“As a result of this study I hope to be 
able to go before Congress and say defi- 
nitely and correctly, this is the kind of 
National Guard we must have—these are 
minimum, not the maximum requirements. 
“The present strength of the National 
Guard is approximately 160,000. There 
is no doubt that the number is too small. 
The eighteen Infantry and three Cavalry 
divisions are not completely organized. 
The question is merely as to the ultimate 
minimum requirement in strength and or- 
ganization and the progressive steps by 
which it should be reached.” r 
Maj. Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief of 
the Militia Bureau, in a statement he made 
concerning the future strength of the Na- 
tional Guard, said: 
“I am in hearty accord with any propo- 
sition which will place the peace-time de- 
velopment of the National Guard on a 
more economical basis without, at the same 
time, hindering its proper and orderly de- 
velopment for the mission for which it is 
intended. I believe also that, considering 
probable requirements, the ‘eighteen In- 
fantry divisions are the keystone of the 
structure,’ and that, therefore, preference 
should be given to their development. 
“This entire question is being carefully 
studied in all its phases and, while the 
study has not yet progressed sufficiently 
to warrant announcement of decisions, it 
ean be confidently stated that any action 
taken will not be such as to disturb in the 
slightest the soundness of the policy al- 
ready announced for the organization of 
the Army of the United States. Indeed,

This was done at the recommendation of 
the National Guard authorities. There 
are also some amendments which affect 
the Reserve officers as well as the Na- 
tional Guard. One amendment makes it 
possible te add to the eligible list for the 
General Staff, National Guard and Re- 
serve officers who have demonstrated by 
actual service with the War Department 
Generad Staff their qualifications for Gen- 
eral Staff duty.

State of Washington. 


Making a gain of approximately 200 
enlisted men since June 1, the Washington 
National Guard on Aug. 1 numbered 2,596 
enlisted men and 150 officers, an aggregate 
of 2,746. This puts the state troops back 
to the strength reached last summer. 

The reports from the major units show 
that on Aug. 1 the 161st Infantry had 

_1,238 enlisted men and 58 officers; the 
146th Field Artillery 728 enlisted men 
and 48 officers; the three Coast Artillery 
companies, 211 enlisted men and 12 offi- 
cers; Battery A, 196th Field Artillery, 
112 enlisted men and 4 officers; Troop B, 
58th Machine Gun Squadron, 97 enlisted 
men and 4 officers; 41st Tank Co., 77 en- 
listed men and 4 officers; Staff Corps and 
departments, 16 enlisted men and 10 offi- 
cers. There is one additional Infantry 
officer, unassigned. 

Battery D, 146th Field Artillery, Seat- 
tle, with 119 enlisted men and 4 officers, 
is the largest single unit in the Guard, 
while Battery A, 196th Field Artillery, 
Walla Walla, with 112 enlisted men and 
4 officers, is second. The Service Co, 
161st Infantry, Spokane, with 98 enlisted 
men and 4 officers, is third. 

Brig. Gen. Maurice Thompson, Adju- 
tant General of the Washington National 
Guard, and members of his staff occupied 
places in the reviewing stand for the great 
Americanization Day parade in Seattle, 
Aug. 19.

Reservists Complain 
About Milage Law 


_ There has been considerable irritation 
in the Reserve officers’ camps this sum- 
mer on account of the rate of mileage al- 
lewed to Reserve officers under the exist- 
ing law. In some quarters there is an er- 
roneous impression that the rate of four 
cents per mile, which evidently is a dis- 
crimination against Reserve officers, is 
part of the Pay bill. This is not true, for 
the rate was fixed in the Army Appropria- 
tion act. It was put in the pay fer Re 
serve officers by the conferees on the Army 
Appropriation bill against the protest of 
the Secretary of War. The records of the 
War Department will show this. 

So far as the law fixing the pay of the 
Army is concerned it is evident that the 
Reserve officers have no just complaint. 
The rate of pay in the.Regular Army is 
fixed by the length of service. Officers in 


thc same grade of the Regular Army may 
draw different rates of pay. ‘Pinan wepsat 
serve so long in each pay period before 
receiving an increase without regard to 
er grade,

This is not true of Reserve o 
serve officers receive the pay of their 
grades. 

A ruling of the Finance Department on 
the question of rental allowance for Re- 
serve officers has been subjected to se 
much criticism that it is now re- 
viewed by the War Department. The Fi- 
nance Department has ruled that Reserve 
officers are not entitled to the rental al- 
lowance under the pay law, even if Gov- 
ernment quarters are not furnished them. 
The law reads that all officers who are 
not furnished with Government quarters 
ere entitled to rental allowances. 
TVinance Department made its ruling on 
another provision of the law, under which 
it held that the Reserve officer had ne 
previous station and, therefore, is only on 
temporary duty, and not entitied to rental 
allowances. 

The War Department has taken issue 
with this opinion and both the Judge Ad- 
vecate General of the Army and the 
Ccmptroller General of the Treasury 
eventually will pass upon the question. 
This has been very embarrassing to Regu- 
lar officers serving in the train cam, 
auring the summer who have been Bn 
ing the gospel of the Army of the United 
States, both to the National. Guard and 
Reserve officers. The amount of — 
involved is inconsequential and the 
vital issue is whether the Regulars, the 
Reserves and the National Guard are te 
receive the same treatment by the Deparé- 
ment. °

Army Heraldry 
By a General Staff Officer 








Article X. 


138TH INFANTRY, 1ST INFANTRY, 
MISSOURI NATIONAL GUARD. 


In December, 1819, the first company of 
Missouri Volunteer Militia was organized 
under the name of the St. Louis Guards. 
In 1832 another infantry company, the 
St. Louis Grays, was formed. These or- 
genizations participated in the Black 





Hawk War in 1832 and in the Mexican 
War in 1848, in the latter war being 
known as the St. Louis Legion. 

After the Mexican War the various 
units of the Legion, with the exception of 
the Grays, were disbanded, and in 1853 
the Grays were expanded irto a six-com- 
pany battalion. Other Infantry units 
were formed, flourished, and some of them 
died. They bore various names, the Caron- 
delet Grays, Young American Grays, 
Black Plume Rifiemen, Union Riflemen, 
Missouri Riflemen, Continental Rangers, 
St. Louis Light Guards, Washington 
Guards, Emmet Guards, etc., all of whose 
history is now claimed by the old Ist 
Missouri Infantry. 

In the fall of 1860 the regiment was or- 
cered to the western boundary of the state 
to protect the citizens against the raids of 
the so-called Jayhawkers. On the lower- 
ing of the war clouds in 1861 the regi- 
ment was ordered to Camp Jackson and 
was there captured by the Federal forces 
under Generals Blair and Lyon. This 
Ccisbanded the regiment and its members 
rushed into both Union and Confederate 
Armies, where they rendered conspicuous 
service on both sides in the Civil War. 


Reorganized in 1869. 


In 1869 the ist Missouri Infantry was 
re-organized and for years was the social 
and military organization of St. Louis. 
The various companies continued to bear 
their peculiar names and the tradition of 
the old Lindell Grays (Peter Lindell was 
a prominent early settler), the Rainwater 
Rifles, the Branch Guards (Rainwater 
and Branch were the wealthy patrons of 
the companies named for them), the Mc- 
Grew Guards, so named for their first cap- 
tain, the Shaw Guards, the Montgomery 
Rifles, etc., from a rich tradition in the 
life of the period. In the labor riots of 
1877 the regiment was a source of great 
satisfaction to the community, and in the 
railroad strike of 1885 it rendered good 
service in the central part of the state. At 
the call of the President in 1898 the regi- 
ment volunteered in a body and was mus- 
tered into the Federal Service at Jeffer- 
son Barracks in May. It trained at Camp 
Thomas, Chickamauga, but did not get to 
Cuba and was returned to its state status 
in the fall. 

When the National Guard was called 
into Federal service on June 18, 1916, it 
reported promptly at the state mobiliza- 
tion camp at Nevada, Mo., and was in- 
ducted into Federal service on June 25, 
1916, departing for the border on July 1. 
It was on duty in the Laredo district until 
Sept. 2, 1916, when it returned to Nevada, 
Mo., and was finally released from Fed- 
eral service on Sept. 25, 1916. 


Called for War Service. 


Following the declaration of war against 
Germany, the regiment was called into 
Federal service on March 25, 1917, and 
placed on duty at various points in the 
eastern part of the state guarding rail- 
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road bridges, supply plants, etc. It moved 
to the state mobilization camp at Nevada 
on Aug. 26, and remained there until it 
entrained for Camp Doniphan where, con- 
sulidated with the 5th Missouri Infantry, 
it became the 138th Infantry, 35th Divi- 
sion. 

The regiment served in France from 
May 11, 1918, until April 16, 1919, ang 
was discharged at Fort Riley May 13-14 
1919. It participated in all the service of 
the 35th Division, including the Gerard. 
mer sector (Vosges), St. Mihiel offensive 
(Reserve), Meuse-Argonne offensive, Sept, 
26-Oct. 1, 1918, and in the Sommediene 
sector. The casualties of the 138th In. 
fantry were: Killed, 313; wounded, 1,222 

The regimental coat-of-arms is a very 
interesting and very beautiful device. The 
crest is the crest used by all of the regi. 
ments of the Missouri National Guard, the 
rampant grizzly bear of the state upon a 
wreath of the Louisiana Purchase colors, 
gold and blue. The shield is blue and on 


| it in gold is the equestrian statue of Louis 


IX of France, St. Louis, for whom the 
city was named. The statue itself stands 
in Forest Park, St. Louis, and is by Mr, 
Charles H. Niehaus. It is one of the 
finest equestrian statues in this country 
end was the artistic masterpiece of the 
Leuisiana Purchase Exposition in 1904 
The motto sums up the local history and 
pride of the regiment—‘St. Louis’s Own.” 





Promotions and 
Retirements 








Maj. Gen. Charles J. Bailey, U.S.A, 
who is placed upon the retired list upon 
his own application after forty-six years 
of service, to take effect Dec. 1, 1922, has 
a distinguished record of service. Among 
cther duties he served on the battle front 
with the A.E.F. during the World War 
ond was awarded the D.S.M., for excep- 
ticnally meritorious and distinguished ser- 
vices. The citation says: “He commanded 
the 81st Division with distinction through- 


out its operations, beginning Oct. 1, 1918. | 


The excellent conduct of this division was 


due in a large measure, to his great mili- | 


tary knowledge, energy, and zeal. He has 
shown qualities of able leadership and has 
rendered services of great value to the 
American Expeditionary Forces.” 

General Bailey, who was last on duty 
in command of the 3d Corps Area, with 
headquarters in Baltimore, was born in 
Pennsylvania June 21, 1859, and is a 
graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1880, 
when he was assigned to the Ist Artillery. 
Among his classmates were Maj. Gens. G. 
W. Goethals, John L. Chamberlain, James 
B. Aleshire, George Bell, jr., Henry G 
Sharpe and Brig. Gen. Frederick 8% 
Strong. 

During the World War General Bailey, 
who had the temporary rank of major 
general, commanded the 81st Division dur- 
ing its training period in the St. Die see 
tor in the Vosges, and in the Meuse-Ar 
genne offensive, where it attacked in the 
Woevre Plain east of Verdun, capturing 
Moranville, Grimancourt and Abancourt. 
General Bailey was awarded the D.S.M. 
by our Government, the Order of Leopold 
by the Belgian government, and the Croix 
de Guerre with Palms and the Legion of 
Honor by France. ; 

Prior to the World War General Bailey 
served in many important positions with 
marked ability. Among these were: Set 
retary of the Army War College, president 
cf the Artillery Board, commanding officer 
of the Puget Sound and the North At 
lantie Coast Artillery Districts, assistant 
to the Chief of Coast Artillery, commané- 
ing general of the post and coast defenses 
of Manila and Subic Bay, and commané- 
ing General of the Philippine Department. 
He is a graduate of the Artillery School 
and has a master of arts degree from the 
University of Vermont. He was appointed 
major general Oct. 6, 1921, vice Maj. Gen 
Leonard Wood, retired, and at that time 
steod No. 1 on the list of brigadier get 
erals. General Bailey would not have re 
tired for age until June 21, 1923. 





Col. Alfred M. Hunter, Coast Art., U. 
S.A., was retired from active service Sept. 
6, 1922, for physical disability incident 
thereto. He was born in Illinois, Jan. 21, 
1864, and was graduated from the US. 
M.A. in the class of June, 1887, when he 
was assigned to the 5th Cavalry. He 
was transferred to the Artillery in 1888 
Colonel Hunter, who is a graduate of the 
Army War College and of the Artillery 
School, among other duties served through 
out the Santiago campaign in 1898 with 
the siege train of the 5th Army Corps. 
He has been in command of various posts 
and coast defenses, both in the United 
States and Hawaii, and has served in the 
Inspector General’s Department. 





Col. Monroe McFarland, Inf., U.S.A., 8 
retired from active service to take effect 
Nov. 7, 1922, upon his own application, 
after more than thirty-eight years of se™ 
vice. He was born in Maryland, June 
1867, and was graduated from the U.S.M. 
A. in June, 1888, when he was assigt 
to the 21st Infantry. He has served @ 
the General Staff, is a graduate of the 
Army War College and of the Infantry 
and Cavalry School, and during the World 
War held the temporary rank of brigadier 
general, serving with the A.1.F. 

Among other duties Colonel McFarland 
served in the Cuban campaign in 1898 a 
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participated in the battle of San Juan, 
July 1, 2 and-3; in the siege of and sur- 
render of Santiago, July 3 to 10, and in 
various camps in Cuba. He served with 
bis regiment (24th Infantry) in the Phil- 
ippine campaign, taking part in various 
battles there. He also served as military 
governor, Province of Romblon, Dec. 16, 
1899, to May 2, 1900. He went on a sec- 
ond tour to the Philippines in 1905, and 
later served as major of the Porto Rico 
regiment, He was on duty in Europe dur- 
ing a part of 1912-13 as a military ob- 
server during the Balkan wars. 

During the World War, Colonel Mc- 
Farland was in command of the 162d Bri- 
gade, 81st Division, sailing for France 
with the brigade July 31, 1918. He was 
in command of the brigade against Ger- 
mans in St. Die sector and in the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive, Sommedieu sector, and 
at other places, to June 5, 1919, when he 
returned to the United States. 





Five well known officers of the Army 
were ordered retired from active service 
by special orders from the War Depart- 
ment, dated Sept. 9, 1922. The officers 
retired were: Maj. Gen. Clarence R. Ed- 
wards, Col. Beaumont B. Buck, Inf., Col. 
Rebert A. Brown, Cav., Col. Carl Reich- 
mann, Inf., and Col. Henry J. Hunt, Inf. 
3rief summaries of the services of these 
officers follow: 

Maj. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, upon 


his own application, is retired, after more | 


than forty-three years’ service, to take 
effect Dec. 1, 1922. ; : 
General Edwards was born in Ohio Jan. 
1, 1859, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A. June 13, 1883, and was assigned to 
the 23d Infantry. During the World War 
he was made a major general in the Na- 
tional Army, organized the 26th Division 
from the National Guard of New England, 
and took it to France in September, 1917. 
He was in command of the division dur- 
ing its operations at Chemin des Dames; 
also in the Toul sector, where the battles 
ot Bois Brute and Seicheprey were fought ; 
at Chateau-Thierry during the second bat- 
tle of the Marne, in the Les Eparges sec- 
tor in the reduction of the San Mihiel 
salient, and in the actions in the Argonne 
Forest, northeast of Verdun. He returned 
to the United States Nov. 1, 1918. i 
General Edwards, while a second lieu- 
tenant in 1883, had his first duty on the 
frentier in New Mexico. As a lieutenant 
colonel of Volunteers in 1898 he served as 
chief of staff to General Lawton in Philip- 
tine campaigns. He was recommended 
for brevets up to and including brigadier 
general “for distinguished gallantry in the 
presence of the enemy.” At that time his 
rank in the Regular Army was captain. 
He organized the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs in Washington in 1906, and was ap- 
pointed its chief with the rank of briga- 
der general. He became a permanent 
Lrigadier general in 1912. : 
He served later on the Texas border in 
command of the 6th Brigade, 2d Division, 
was in command of the Panama Canal 
Zcne and was in command of the North- 
eastern Department and the 2d Corps 


Area. 

General Edwards has been awarded the 
following decorations: French Croix de 
Gverre, French Legion of Honor and the 
Pelgian Order of Leopold. He has re- 
ceived the degree of Doctor of Laws from 
Syracuse University, the degree of Doctor 
ot Laws from Fordham University, Trin- 
ity College and Middlebury College, while 
St. John’s College of New York city con- 
ferred the degree of Master of Arts. 





Col. Beaumont B. Buck, Inf., is retired 
vtpon his own application after more than 
forty-two years’ service, to take effect 
Dec. 6, 1922. 

Colonel Buck during the World War 
served with the A.E.F. as a temporary 
brigadier general and major general. He 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross for extraordinary heroism in action 
in France, while brigadier general in com- 
mand of the 2d Infantry Brigade, 2d Divi- 
son. The citation says: 

“Before and during the attack on Berzy- 
le-Seec, France, July 21, 1918, he dis- 
played conspicuous gallantry and heroic 
leadership of his command. When most 
of the officers of his brigade had fallen, 
General Buck, with contempt of personal 
danger and in spite of heavy artillery bom- 
bardment and machine gun fire, traversed 
the front of his advancing forces, gave 
correct directions to his organization com- 
manders, and led the first wave of the cul- 
Minating attack which stormed and cap- 
tured the town.” 

Colonel Buck was born in Mississippi 
Jan. 16, 1860, and is a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1885, when he was as- 
Sgned to the 16th Infantry. His first duty 
Was on the frontier at Laredo, Texas. Dur- 
Ing the war with Spain he served as a 
Major of the 2d Texas Volunteers and 
subsequently among other duties served in 
the Philippines and as an instructor at the 
Army War College and with the Massa- 
chusetts National Guard. He went on a 
ravential mission to Peking, China, in 


In June, .1917, he went to France in 
Command of the 19th Infantry and was 
Present with French troops in an offensive. 

€ was placed in command of the 2d In- 
fantry Brigade, 1st Division, in October, 
$17, in the Somervilliers sector, when the 
rst American blood was shed in France. 
The brigade underwent intensive training 
and active trench warfare in various sec- 
tirs, and when reinforced by other units 
“Lthe 1st.Division executed the first All- 


American offensive of the war, capturing 
and holding Cantigny. 

In the Aisne-Marne offensive, July 18 
to 21, the 2d Brigade, under General Buck 
made five distinct attacks and captured 
end held all its objectives. It captured 
40 cannon, 2, prisoners, large numbers 
cf machine guns, etc., and lost 105 com- 
missioned officers and 4,000 men in killed 
and wounded. These losses being so 
beavy, General Buck found it necessary 
personally to conduct the attack on Berzy- 
lc-See. For this he was awarded the D.S. 
('., the decoration of Chevalier of the Le- 
gion of Honor and Croix de Guerre with 
palm. 

After being appointed major general, 
Aug. 8, 1919, he reorganized the 3d Divi- 
sion, participated in the St. Mihiel offen- 
sive, Sept. 12-14, and for the next twenty- 
one days in front lines delivering continu- 
ous attack against the Germans, driving 
them steadily back towards Sedan. Colo- 
el Buck was made commander of the Le- 
gion of Honor, French, and received the 
Cross of Merit from the Italian govern- 
ment. He is a Royal Arch Mason, a Scot- 
tish Rite Mason, thirty-second degree, and 
Shbriner. 





Col. Robert A. Brown, Cav., is retired 
upon his own application, after more than 
furty-one years’ service, to take effect Dec. 

5, 1922. Colonel Brown was born in 
Pennsylvania Nov. 7, 1859, and is a grad- 
uete of the U.S.M.A., class of June, 1885, 
vken he was assigned to the 4th Cavalry. 
He has been a member of the General 
Staff, is a graduate of the Army War Col- 
lege and of the Infantry and Cavalry 
School, and during the World War served 
as a temporary brigadier general, and was 
given the command of the 84th Brigade, 
serving on the battle line in France. 

Colonel Brown was awarded the Croix 
de Guerre and decoration of Officer of the 
Legion of Honor, with citation: “An ex- 
ecllent brigade commander whose skilful 
dispositions and fine conduct under fire 
centributed to the victory of July 15, 
1918.” 

He went with his brigade to France in 
1217 and was in command of it in vari- 
ous actions with the 4th French army, in- 
cluding the battle of July 15, and the re- 
pulse of the German offensive, east of 
Rheims. He later served with his brigade 
with the 1st Corps of the American Army, 
participating in various offensives against 
the Germans. This included operations 
nerth of Chateau-Thierry, breaking the 
German line at Croix Farm, capturing 
Sergy and Hill 212. 

Colonel Brown was later chief of staff 
of Base Section No. 3, London, and was 
in command of all the rest camps in the 
Winchester area, England. He joined the 
1st Division of the American Army of Op- 
cupation in Germany in March, 1919, and 
was assigned to command the 26th Infan- 
try. 
Among other duties, Colonel Brown, 
previous to the World War, served as an 
instructor in the tactical department of 
the U.S.M.A. and during the war with 
Spain was appointed a major and inspec- 
tor general, U.S.V. He served in Cuba 
and in Philippine campaigns and was A. 
D.C. to Major General MacArthur. He 
served on the Mexican border during the 
trcubles there with Mexican bandits. His 
last post of duty was at Fort Des Moines, 
Iowa, in command of the 14th Cavalry.

Colonel Reichmann was born in Ger- 
many Dec. 23, 1859, and entered the Regu- 
lar Army as a private in the 20th Infan- 
try Dec. 6, 1881.

_ Maj. Gen. G. 0. Rickards, Chief of the Mi- 
litia Bureau, under date of Sept. 9, announces 
the following changes in National Guard Regu- 
lations: 

The Secretary of War directs that the fol- 
lowing changes in National Guard Regulations, 
1922, be published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

_ ‘‘Pars. 211 and 212 are eliminated from 
National Guard Regulations and pars. 207 and 
213 are changed to read: 

‘*207. No person hereafter commissioned as 
an officer of the National Guard shall be Fed- 
erally recognized as such unless he first shall 
have successfully passed the tests as to his 
physical, moral and professional fitness which 
the President shall prescribe. The examina- 
tion to determine such qualification for com- 
mission shall be conducted by a board of three 
commissioned officers appointed by the corps 
area commander from the Regular Army or 
the National Guard, or both. 

**213. When a vacancy occurs in any com- 
missioned grade of the National Guard, ex- 
cept when in Federal service under draft, the 
appointing authority of the state where such a 
vacancy exists will appoint an eligible person 
to fill the vacant grade. Application for Fed- 


“eral recognition of officers so appointed will 


be made in prescribed form by the adjutant 
general of the state direct to the Militia Bu- 
reau, accompanied by the following papers: 
** *Oath of office on Form No. 337-1, A.G.O. 
Copy of letter or order of appointment or pro- 
motion. Copy of letter or order of assign- 
ment to an existing vacancy. Sufficient in- 
formation to show how vacancy was created. 
Personal history on Form 108, M.B., unless 


this record on revised form (edition Jan. 16, 





1922) has been previously transmitted to the 
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Militia Bureau. Physical examination on Form 
95, M.B., unless (a) record of such examina- 
tion made within six months from date of ap- 
plication is filed in the Militia Bureau, or 
(b) is being prepared for transmission with 
the record of the examining board in the 
case.’ 

‘*Examination required by Sec. 75, Nat. De- 
fense act, may be conducted at any time. A 
candidate for Federal recognition may be or- 
dered by the adjutant general of the state to 
appear for examination either before or aft 
date of appointment. The examination w 
be conducted by a board, appointed by the 
corps area commander in co-operation with 
the state authorities. Except for exami- 
nation of officers of the Medical Corps, 
examining board shall consist of three offi- 
cers—one from the Medical Corps, and two, 
chosen when practicable, from the corps, de- 
partment, or arm to which the applicant being 
examined belongs, all of grade, if practicable, 
equal to or higher than that for which the 
applicant is being examined, and at least one 
of whom should, if practicable, be an officer 
of the Regular Army. In the examination of 
chaplains, one. member of the board will, when 
practicable, be a chaplain. Proceedings of 
each examining board appointed under the pro- 
visions of this paragraph will be forwarded 
to the Chief, Militia Bureau, through the corps 
area commander, who will indorse thereon his 
approval or disapproval and, in the event of 
disapproval, his reasons therefor.

A very ancoume®g sign of the times is 
found in the report of unfilled tonnage on the 
books of the Steel Corporation on Aug. 31. 
The months of July and August usually see a 
decline in activities in the iron and steel in- 
dustry from that of the late spring, to be fol- 
lowed by a sharp gain in the autumn. This 
year, however, the Steel Corporation has re- 
ported an increase in orders month by month 
since February. Consumers have evidently in- 
terpreted the coal and railroad strikes as being 
of but passing importance, with the net result 
giving no check to recovery. March gained 
353,079 tons over February; April 602,797 
tons over March; May 157,311 tons over 
April; June 381,303 tons over May; July 140,- 
630 tons over June, and August 173,944 tons 
over July. In August there was some diffi- 
culty in procuring all the coal needed and 
orders for future delivery were accepted with 
provisions or turned down altogether. Steel 
ingot production in August aggregated 2,214,- 
582 tons against 2,487,104 tons in July, a 
decline of 10 per cent., due almost entirely to 
fuel shortage. With bituminous production 
back to normal, September output should reach 
new records for any month since the de- 
pression. 

Other current developments are of a con- 
structive nature without exception. The Fed- 
eral Reserve reports a slight gain in discounts 
and circulation, with an accompanying decline 
of several points in the reserve ratio.

The 
resources of the Reserve System are redundant 
and bankers would like to see a much greater 
commercial demand. Both discounts and cir- 
culation can expand considerably before there 
is any semblance of a strain and such expan- 
sion will be the surest indication that the re- 
covery is reaching the proportions that are 
hoped for. When the Reserve System begins 
to report in the weekly statements a sustained 
decline in the reserve ratio the showing should 
not be taken as unfavorable but meaning that 
business in all lines is on such a scale as to 
require banking assistance. Of course, the 
margin of safety may be exceeded, but if in- 
flation recurs in too pronounced a form redis- 
count rates will no doubt be advanced and 
borrowing checked automatically. 

bor difficulties seem to be at an end for 
the time being. The foreign situation is lend- 
ing itself to Costermest: The worst that can 
happen in Europe is over. The Allies and 
other nations owe the United States about 
$11,500,000,000, but if the debt is not col- 
lected it will take nothing more from America 
than is already gone. Export trade is at a low 
ebb and cannot decline further. No large 
blocks of American securities are held abroad 
to be dumped in a time of crisis, as in 1914. 
Progress so far the world over and at home 
in particular, together with a generally fa- 
vorable outlook, warrants the investor con- 
sidering securities at this time which a few 
months ago should have been touched by the 
speculator alone. High grade investment is- 
sues, such as first mortgage railroad bonds 
and the best of preferred stocks, are already 
on a basis where the yield is comparatively 
low. That is because the return on such se- 
curities is fixed to a certain rate, and no 
matter how prosperous the issuing companies 
may become, the disbursement will not be in- 
creased, nor, on the other hand, is there likely 
to be any decrease in times of depression be- 
cause of the wide margin of safety. Market 
prices for these issues are determined, there- 
fore, by outside factors, principally credit 
conditions and money rates. Oredit being mo- 
bile, and always seeking the most profitable 
employment, flows from the open market for 
money into first grade investments and back 
again, as conditions dictate. Rates for time 
money are quoted around 4 per cent. to 4% 
per cent. and the best grade investments are 
on a yield basis consistent thereto. 

There are certain preferred stocks particu- 
larly where the margin of safety is not large 
enough to place them in the AAA class, yet 
where improvement is taking place and pre- 
sent safety of principal and interest sufficiently 
broad for all ordinary purposes that are yield- 
ing in the neighbornood of 7% per cent. As 
general business conditions improve and earn- 
ing power for these companies returns, the 
margin of safety for their preferred issues will 
widen and the stocks reflect this by a decline 
in yields to a level nearer current interest 
rates. Suggestions of second grade preferred 
stocks for investment with possibilities for 
price advances would include American Woolen 
7 per cent. now yielding about 7.25 per cent., 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 7 per cent.

SISSON AND ANTHONY 
CONDEMNED BY LEGIONAIRES. 


The representatives of sixty-five posts 
of the American wegion located in Kings 
county (Brooklyn, N.Y.) recently passed 
resolutions condemning Representatives 
Anthony and Sisson of the House Appro- 
priations Committee. 

The resolutions recite the meaning and 
scope of the National Defense act, and 
call attention to the fact that the sub 
committee, following the leadership of the 
two Congressmen named, disregarded the 
recommendations of the Secretary of War, 
the Chief of Staff and the commanding 
officers of the various branches of the 
Service, although the recommendations 
submitted by them were reduced to pro 
vide a minimum of necessary appropria- 
tions. 

In view of these facts the resolution 
states that it is: 

“Resolved by the American Legion of 
Kings county, in convention assembled, 
that this convention condemns the action 
of the Congress in thus crippling the Reg- 
ular Army, and through it of the National 
Guard and of the Organized Reserves; 
and that it especially condemns the posi- 
tion of Representatives Anthony and Sis- 
son in refusing to be guided by the infor- 
mation and advice of the men best quali- 
fied to know the requirements of the 
Army, and in yielding to the uninformed 
pacifist element, to the detriment of the 
best interests of the national defense of 
the United States.”

A GENERAL PUBLIC BUILDINGS BILL. 


The recommendation of Postmaster General 
Work for government ownership of postal build- 
ings, and his suggestion to President Harding, 
who approves the idea, that the Federal Govern- 
ment could borrow money on practically a four 


per cent. basis to build post-offices, “whereas, 
when it leases, the department pays a rental 
sufficient to permit the lessor to borrow mone 


at seven per cent. and in some cases as muc 
as ten per cent.,”” brings once more to the fore 
the acute necessity for public ownership of for- 
eign service buildings. Why not, therefore, a 
general public buildings bill to cover the urgent 
requirements of the various departments? 
Tt h has been estimated that $15,000,000 would 
pretty well supply the ambassadorial, ministerial 
and consular requirements of this Government 
in the way of foreign service buildings. Some- 
thing like $500,000 annually is now being paid 
out by way of rentals for such quarters; but 
that by no means embraces the aggregate sum, 
for a number of chiefs of mission dig into their 
own pockets to supply deficiencies. One result 
of governmental niggardliness therefore is that 
only those men who are p of consid 
able private means can afford to accept positions 
: the diplomatic service—at some posts, at 
east. 
This supplies one of the factors in a situa- 
tion which, to quote Secretary Hughes, works 
“a double harm, first, in keeping out men who 
would invigorate the service, and on the other 
hand in creating the impression that it is a rich 
man’s club. di e talk a great deal of 
love of our country, and I should like to see 
a better appreciation of what its interests de- 
mand.” 
“It isa great pity,’ declares Dr. Maurice 
Francis Eagan, erstwhile U.S. Minister to Den- 
mark, “that the American public cannot be made 
to urge the necessity of proper dwelling places 
for the diplomatic corps. No matter how rich 
&@ man may be, no matter how splendid may be 
the edifice he rents, the house is looked upon 
in a foreign country as his personal dwelling. 
It is not really extraterritorial, because it does 
not belong to the country from which he comes. 
The English, who look ahead in all diplomatic 
matters, understand this perfectly. The 
plane of the dwelling place for the envoy is not 
one for his comfort or his power of entertain- 
ing the citizens of the country to which he is 
accredited. It is even more important than 
that.” Dr. Eagan added: “Just at present it is 
possible to buy, even in the newer capitals of 
Europe, excellent property which at the present 
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rate of exchange would make an admirable in- 
vestment for this Government.” 

Discussing this matter with Hon. J. J. 
Rogers, Representative from Massachusetts, who 
drafted the bill for the reorganization of the 
foreign service, now slumbering in the files of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, Mr. Rogers 
said in the first place he thought the Work pro- 
posal was a long way from realization, and, 
second, that to add to it, should it ever get 
before Congress, a provision for foreign service 
buildings would hardly be in order. But he 
does heartily support the proposition for public 
ownership of diplomatic dwellings and offices. 
The point is that if the Government should 
arrange to borrow money for postal buildings, 
it can do the same for diplomatic buildings, and 
the times were never so necessitous or more pro- 
pitious for securing the latter.

M. D. asks: I am an enlisted man of twenty- 
three months’ service, employed as clerk in 
Quartermaster Corps. I speak French as well 
as English and converse a little in German. 
I would like to be transferred to Germany in 
the occupation troops if possible. What steps 
are necessary? 

Answer: At this time no replacements for 
are being accepted, but an 
The 
last time replacements were asked for the 
American Army of Occupation, of which 200 
were asked for, over 600 applied inside of a 
day. It is no doubt that the number will 
quickly be secured when this order is pub- 
lished again. Watch for it, as it may come 
at any time. 

W. K. asks: Do I come in on the new Pay 
bill effective July 1, 1922 I served in Cuba 
during the war with Spain and was retired 
over there in the Regular Army. 

Answer: The new rates of the June 10 bill 
apply to those enlisted men retired before 
July 1, 1922, as well as those retired there- 


A. D—For your desertion in 1915 you 
would probably be tried and placed in confine- 
ment by your company commander. Punish- 
ment or remission would depend upon the 
findings of the court. Maximum punishment 
is one year’s confinement and dishonorable 
discharge. There have been cases of men who 
deserted and came back in the Service under 
assumed names who were never detected. If 
you decide to make your identity known, sug- 
gest that you send to Italy and secure docu- 
mentary proof of your record in the Italian 
army, aS in case you are tried this may help 
your case considerably. 

J. R. H.—A provision in the Manual of 
General Courts-Martial provides that the ac- 
cused be furnished with a copy of the pro- 
ceedings. However, if the accused should be 
serving a sentence, any writings which he may 
send out would of course be subject to the 
rules and regulations of the institution where 
he may be confined. , 

MASTER SERGEANT asks: I retired from 
the Army in February, 1918, as a master hos- 
pital sergeant. Held a commission in the San- 
itary Corps from February to October, 1918, 
when I reverted to my status as a master hos- 
pital sergeant on retired list. My pay at 
present, as received, is $115.50 per month, 
pay of warrant officer retired. Is this my 
proper pay under the new Pay bill, or should 
I receive $133.87? 

Answer: Retired pay of master sergeant 
is $133.87, under the new bill. The Comp- 
troller General has ruled that retired enlisted 
men who by reason of commissioned war ser- 
vice have been receiving retired warrant pay 
are entitled to the retired enlisted pay of 
their grade when it is higher than the retired 
warrant pay. 

L. J. L.—Due to the reduction in the Army, 
there will not be any more appointments of 
staff sergeants, Vet. Service, until after the 
readjustment has taken place. It is expected 
that the eligible list will be opened after Jan. 
1 and that the normal course of promotions 
will follow. 


L. M. M. asks: Will a pensioned Civil War 
widow lose her pension now if she marries? 

Answer: She cannot draw a widow’s pen- 
sion while she is a wife. If her new husband 
dies, leaving her a widow again, she may be

8. C. L. asks: I was discharged July 22, 
1920, and my discharge reads: *“‘By the di- 
rection of the President, and under the pro- 
visions of the act of Congress, approved June 
5, 1920, — . 5S. Army, is 
honorably discharged from the Service of the 
United States for the convenience of the Gov- 
ernment.’’ If possible, tell me what the act 
of Congress was and how it reads? 

Answer: You were an emergency Officer, and 
the law under which you were discharged will 
be found in the Army Appropriation act of 
June 5, 1920. The particular provision reads: 
‘“\| , . Amy emergency officer may be dis- 
charged when his services are no longer re- 
quired, and all such officers shall be discharged 
not later than Dec. 31, 1920. . . .’’ 

ANXIOUS.—tThe number of staff sergeants 
(clerical), O.A.C., in service at present is 64. 
With an Army of 125,000 enlisted men in the 
Regular Army, 53 are authorized. Reduction 
will be made from the bottom of the list, 
about Dec. 31, 1922, unless there is a change 
in the present War Department instructions. 
They will probably be reduced to the grade of 
private. 

CONSTANT READER asks: Have I any 
initial allowance money coming to me? When 
the supply sergeant made out a list of my 
clothing it was found that I had only about 
$100 worth, and he said that it was then too 
late to draw the rest on my initial allowance. 
It was not my fault that the inventory was 
not made sooner. 

Answer: You are entitled to any saving pro- 
vided you have drawn clothing in accordance 
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with Circulars 224 and 296, W.D. For your 
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information, however, you will find that the 
clothing allowance as prescribed will just 
about cover the needs during your enlistment 
and that any saving you may have will not 
amount to much, 

J. W.—tThe questions involved will require 
the looking up of the records in the Finance 


Department. Suggest that you take this mat- 
ter up through channels. 
TACTICAL. 
F. M. asks: (1) In forming column of 


squads from column of twos on the march, 
does each set of twos halt upon reaching its 
proper place in column of squads, or do all 
mark time in column of squads until the neces- 
sary commands for halting are given? (2) 
When the command ‘‘Eyes right’’ is given to 
an organization passing in review, do officers 
and non-commissioned officers in the file closers 
armed with the pistol execute the hand salute! 
(3) At the command “Right by squads,” should 
the leading squad take four short steps and 
then resume the full step, or should the squads 
in rear lengthen their steps in order to keep 
from losing distance from the leading squad? 
(4) When the National Anthem is played at 
retreat, should a company under arms remain 
at ‘‘Order arms,’’ or should the command 
“Present arms” be given before the first note 
of the National Anthem? (5) Is any service 
ribbon authorized for service in England be- 
tween April 6, 1918, and Nov. 11, 1918? If 
so, through what channel can one be procured! 

Answer: (1) Par. 197, I.D.R., requires the 
leading two to halt at the command ‘‘March. 
Other twos halt individually without further 
commands upon arriving at their proper places 
in column of squads. (2) Officers in the line 
of file closers execute ‘‘hand salute’’;  non- 
commissioned officers do not. See Par. 616, 
LD.R. (3) This movement, if executed as 
described in Par. 179, I.D.R., causes the sec- 
ond squad to lose distance, due to the fact that, 
in executing ‘‘Column left,’’ the pivot man of 
that squad has to take eight half steps before 
the marching flank is abreast of him. In con- 
sequence of this, it is now the practice at the 
U:S. Military Academy to require the right 
squad, at the command “March,” to take four 
full steps straight to the front, then to take 
eight half steps, and then to resume the full 
step, the guide conforming to the pace of the 
first squad. It will be seen that the eight 
half steps of the leading squad conform to the 
eight half steps of the pivot man of the second 
squad. (4) Troops are held at ‘‘Present 
arms’’ during the playing of the National An- 
them. See Pars. 612 and 613, I.D.R. (5) It 
is suggested that you communicate directly 
with The Adjutant General of the Army re- 
garding this matter.

Drunkenness as a Defense. 


Drunkenness wil constitute a defense only 
in regard to offenses in which specific intent, 
as distinguished from general intent, is an 
essential ingredient, and then only where it is 
shewn the accused was by drink so entirely 
deprived of his reason that he did not have 
the mental capacity to entertain the necessary 
specific intent required to constitute the of- 
fense, and the burden of showing such to have 
been the case rests upon the accused. 

When drunkenness is interposed as a de- 
fense, the prosecution may properly introduce 





evidence in rebuttal to show that the accused, 
even though under the influence of intoxicants, 
was not so entirely deprived of his reason as 
mecessarily to have been incapacitated of en- 
tertaining the specific intent necessary’ to con- 
stitute the crime. 


Threatening to Assault, 


The raising and pointing of a loaded pistol 
at another person constitutes more than a 
threat, as such an act is of itself an assault, 


Forging and Uttering. 


When it is proved that certain checks have 
been forged by an accused, and that they were 
in fact uttered, it does not necessarily follow 
that the accused uttered them. Evidence as 
to the uttering must be introduced to su 
a specification in which the gravamen of the 
offense charged is uttering the forged checks. 


‘*Certificate of Differences’’ as Evidence. 


In a recent trial the defense objected to the 
introduction into evidence of a certificate of 
differences which had been prepared by, . and 
was under the seal of, the General Aecountin 
Office, on the ground that the person o ha 
prepared this certificate was not present and 
could not be cross-examined. The court er 
roneously sustained the objection. 

The Budget and Accounting Act of 1921 pro- 
vides that copies of papers, ete., of the n- 
eral Accounting Office, certified by the Comp- 
troller General or an 
General, and under the seal of that office, 
“shall be received in evidence with the same 
effect as the copies and transcripts. referred 
to’ in Sec, 886 of the Revised Statutes. 


Judicial Notice—Local Orders or Regulations. 


Naval courts-martial may take judicial no- 
tice of Navy Regulations, etc., but does not 
extend to the local regulations of a particular 
ship or station. Where it is alleged that «4 
certain act is in violation of a local ship's 
order, then it is necessary, in cases where the 
accused pleads ‘“‘not guilty,” to prove the ex- 
istence of such a ship’s order, 


Concerted Action. 


Where a homicide is committed, in which s 
number of men are participants, all p 
who are present during the commission of the 
crime, aiding in its perpetration or encourag- 
ing the actual perpetrator are Ity as prin- 
cipals. It is not necessary the parts 
played by each individual concerned be made 
clear by the evidence, nor is it material which 
particular individual or individuals fired the 
fatal shot. 


Theft—Number of Specifications. 


In a recent case the charge of theft was sup- 
ported by four specifications, each of which 
grew out of the same act of stealing a hand- 
bag and its contents, a separate specificati 
being prepared for the handbag and each article 
therein contained, An unnecessary multiplica- 
tion of specifications for the same offense serves 
to increase the limitation of punishment, which 
is prejudicial to the accused and to. be avoided
